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Village seeks to moke ordinance clearer 
Planned development law 
under review by officials

Wheeling 
officials 
are 
work­ 
ing on 
ironing 
the wrinkles 
out 
of 
the village’s planned development ordi­ 
nance with more than a dozen such proj­ 
ects already either completed or under 
construction. 
Village Mgr. George Passolt, however, 
said the proposed revisions are not just 
an 
afterthought 
to 
Wheeling 
devel­ 
opment. 
“I think that we could get many more 
in,” Passolt said. ‘‘I'm not saying that 
because we have many applications. I 
say that because it is a concept that is 
being used more and more.” 


Passolt said the revisions being dis­ 
cussed at the plan commission level 
would insure that the village would get 
“the type of development that we want.” 
He also said parts of the ordinance need 
to be made more specific so that devel­ 
opers understand village regulations. 


PLAN COMMISSION members have 
asked village planner Thompson Dyke to 
prepare a rough draft of a new ordinance 
that would include suggestions made by 
various village department heads. 
Some of the suggestions dealt with 
technical aspects of development, such 
as the dedication of sewer lines and the 
revision of sewer connection rates. Pas­ 
solt said, however, the plan commission 
also discussed the general planned devel­ 
opment concept. 


For example, it has been suggested 
that the village adopt the policy of re­ 
quiring a greater amount of site im­ 
provement. He noted that the ordinance 
is designed to give a developer flexibility 
in designing a residential project, and 
has built-in incentives for greater land­ 
scaping and other improvements. 


“Because of the reduced amount of 
roads and utilities which a developer 
must provide, a higher amount of money 
can be put into site improvement,” ‘he 
said. “It seems to me that is a good 
wedge to use.” 


THE PLAN COMMISSION, however, 
rejected a specific incentive program 
proposed by Dyke, saying many aspects 
are already built into the village ordi­ 
nance. Passolt also said the system, 
which is based on accumulated points, 
would be too difficult to enforce. 
According to Dyke’s proposal, the vil-

lage would grant up to a 20 per cent in­ 
crease in density based on the amount of 
landscaping, 
bike 
paths, 
open 
land, 
courtyards, patios, recreation facilities 
and other such items included in the 
project. 
The commission made several recom­ 
mendations on changing the density re­ 
quirements. The zoning board, however, 
has jurisdiction over density, and there­ 
fore must hold public hearings before 
any changes are adopted. 
The village currently allows up to 16 
units per acre for all planned devel­ 
opments. Passolt said the plan commis­ 
sion felt this density was only appro­ 
priate for condominium or apartment 
projects. He said the commission recom­ 
mended that the density be reduced to 9 
to IO units per acre for townhouse proj­ 
ects now becoming popular. 
ACCORDING TO Passolt, the commis­ 
sion also recommended that planned de­ 
velopments with a mixture of housing 
types should not be able to calculate den­ 
sity on the entire acreage. 
“If you are going to have a planned 
development with several types of hous­ 
ing, then your density is going to be 
based on the housing in that particular 
area,” he said. 
Police Chief Peter Guttilla suggested 
that developers be required to provide 


three parking spaces for each townhouse 
unit. He said the police department has 
been plagued with calls from people in 
these developments who own three cars. 
The village currently requires only two 
parking spaces for each living unit. 
“This has placed another burden upon 
our department, inasmuch as the citizens 
are blaming the village for this parking 
problem instead of the developer that de­ 
signed, built and created the problem in 
the first place,” Guttilla said. 


PASSOLT SAID the plan commission 
has also suggested that developers be re­ 
quired to provide 2Mt parking places for 
each living unit in apartment and con­ 
dominium projects. 
Fire Chief Bernie Koeppen asked that 
fire lanes become a mandatory part of 
the ordinance, rather than the informal 
policy now adopted by the village. 


Several legal problems were also dis­ 
cussed. Village Atty. Paul Hamer noted 
that the present ordinance does not allow 
for the private ownership of individual 
living units. 
Hamer recommended that the ordi­ 
nance be revised to allow for individual 
ownership and also establish a minimum 
lot size for townhouses. 
The plan commission is scheduled to 
continue its discussion on May 2. 


Parks to sue to condemn 
site on Schoenbeck Road

A condemnation suit is scheduled to be 
filed by the Wheeling Park District next 
week for the proposed 10-acre park site 
on Schoenbeck Road. 
The park board directed Roger Bjor- 
vik, park district attorney, to file the suit 
after owner Roy Lichter asked for more 
time to complete negotiations for the 
property. 
Board members said they 
would continue negotiating with Lichter, 
but said the suit was in the best interest 
of the park district since condemnation is 
a lengthy process. 
The action was prompted by the fact 
that Lichter has raised the price of the 
10-acre site more than $67,000 since the 
Franklin Boulevard Community Hospital 
began negotiating for nearby property. 


IN 
A 
TWO-WEEK 
period, 
Lichter 
twice increased the price of the property, 
despite the fact that he had previously 
agreed to sell the IO acres for $236,000. 
This figure was agreed upon after nearly 
two years of negotiations. 
Last month Lichter notified the park 
district that his price had increased to 
$275,000. A meeting was then set up to 
discuss the price hike. When the meeting 
was finally held Feb. 27, the price had 
increased again to $243,000 for nine 
acres. An additional $60,000 was being 
asked for the remaining one acre and the 
house located there. 
During the two weeks of price in­ 
crease, the hospital w as concluding nego­ 
tiations for property just south of the 
proposed park site. Hospital representa­ 
tives wrere negotiating with Lichter for 
his southern IO acres as well as with oth­ 
er property owners in the area. 
Two weeks ago, the park board notified

demnation proceedings if a price could 
not be agreed upon. They also noted the 
district could not afford to pay more 
than the original $236,000 figure. 
IN VOTING to file the suit, park board 
members noted that Lichter had neither 
accepted nor rejected their offer. 
“We did receive communication from 
Mr. Lichter asking for more time,” said 
Park board FTes. Bob Ross. “The park 
board does not feel the filing of the con­ 
demnation suit will interfere with the 
talks with Mr. Lichter since the time 
limit to estabish condemnation proceed­ 
ings is very lengthy.” 
By filing a condemnation suit, the park 
board in effect is asking a jury to decide 
the fair price of the Lichter property. 
The jury will listen to testimony from 
both sides and visit the property before 
making a decision. 
If the jury sets the price too high and 
the park board decides not to purchase 
the property, the park district is respon­ 
sible for the property owner’s court fees. 
PARK COMR. Lorraine Lark said the 
park district had initiated condemnation 
once before to obtain Northside Parc, ad­ 
jacent 
to 
the 
Nathaniel 
Hawthorne 
School. The negotiations, however, were 
settlted before the final court date. 
The Lichter property is proposed as a 
community park. The purchase is to be 
jointly financed with funds from the De­ 
cember 1972 referendum and a matching 
state grant. 
The park district is also negotiating for 
the 10-acre Childerley Retreat House 
property, 506 McHenry Rd. Both parcels 
are part of a general expansion program 
designed to accommodate future commu­ 
nity growth.

School principals, 
chief to clash? 


School principals and Elk Grove Dist. 59 Supt. James Erviti 
may be headed for a showdown over “unprofessional treat­ 
ment” and “constant demeaning” by Erviti. The principals, 
reportedly upset with Erviti’s leadership for some time, cited 
five major grievances in a letter sent to the superintendent 
more than a month ago. Among them: a need for written 
explanation by Erviti when an administrator’s work is 
deemed unsatisfactory; a “phony and unnecessarily ex­ 
pensive” budget development practice; “frequently rude, in­ 
considerate and offensive” treatment of principals; in­ 
effective decision-making, and the “single-text approach to 
curriculum.”

Allen Sparks said he is 
aware of the situation but regards it as an “administrative 
problem.” In the future, he indicated, “there may be a point 
where the board should get involved.” 


Negotiations on Oakton site soon 


Negotiations are expected to begin today between Oakton 
Community College and the Chicago Catholic Archdiocese for 
purchase of a permanent Oakton campus. The Illinois Com­ 
munity College Board Friday approved Oakton’s campus 
choice, a 170-acre property owned by the Archdiocese south of 
Central Road in Maine Township. Oakton Pres. Paul Gilson 
said the college has enough money to buy the site without a 
tax increase referendum, but may need one later for con­ 
struction funds. “I think if it appeared a referendum would 
take too much time and we would be in danger of losing the 
site, the board would go ahead and buy it,” he said. 


Race track theft suspect arrested 


A pari-mutuel clerk wanted in the theft of $6,000 last July 
from Arlington Park race track has been arrested in Jeffer­ 
son County, Wis. The clerk, Michael Faulkner, 27, has waived 
extradition and will return to Illinois to face theft charges 
after a fraud charge against him in Wisconsin is resolved, 
Arlington Heights police said yesterday. The money was dis­ 
covered missing following a July 2 appearance by Secretar­ 
iat, which forced the hiring of 150 temporary pari-mutuel 
clerks, including Faulkner. 


Arlington to weigh bus subfritlv 


The Arlington Heights Village Board tonight will consider a 
$2,000 monthly subsidy request from Metron Systems Corp. to 
continue Metron’s three bus lines between the local Chicago 
and North Western Ry. station and selected residential areas. 
The firm says while ridership has increased, heavy start­ 
up costs and the delay of a $15,000 state grant make the 
subsidy necessary. Metron and the Village of Mount Prospect 
are working on an agreement to provide similar service in 
Mount Prospect. It will be discussed at an April 3 meeting of 
the village board’s fire and police committee. 


Ex-Hoffman mayor tells of bribe 


Hoffman Estates officials took more than three months in 
1968 to settle on a $70,000 price to sell out their community, 
according to former Mayor Roy L. Jenkins. Testifying Friday 
in the federal zoning bribery trial of attorney Bernard Pes- 
kin, Jenkins said he and five other officials who have already 
pleaded guilty in the zoning scandal decided on the $70,000 
figure less than a week before they gave zoning approval to 
Kaufman and Broad, Inc.’s Barrington Square development. 
Peskin, on trial before U. S. District Judge Frank J. McGarr, 
is accused of bribery, conspiracy and tax evasion in passing 
payoffs from K&B to the officials. 


Weigh charging pilot in crash 


The Cook County State’s Attorney’s Office will decide 
whether the surviving pilot in a two-plane collision last Sept. 
13 at Pal-Waukee Airport near Wheeling will be charged in 
the death of the other pilot. Such action was recommended 
last week by a Cook County coroner’s jury. Testimony before 
the coroner’s jury indicated that William Jacobson of Madi­ 
son, Wis., was “careless in operating” his light plane, result­ 
ing in the death of Gary B. Kayser, 17, of Northbrook. Kayser 
was practicing take-offs and landings when the mid-air colli­ 
sion occurred. Jacobson, at the time told The Herald, “I 
didn't see what happened. I was coming in and he hit me.” 
Jacobson and three passengers in his plane were not injured 
in the accident.

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Abortive coup is 
led against Amin 


NAIROBI (UPI) — A former army 
chief of staff who recently returned from 
Russia led an abortive coup attempt 
against Ugandan President Idi Amin 
Sunday that ended in a six-hour tank and 
machinegun battle in the streets of Kam­ 
pala, diplomatic sources said. 
Radio Uganda said a rumor that an 
invading force meant to kill Amin 
sparked the fighting between confused 
army troops in the capital of the central 
African country. 
The diplomats identified the leader of 
what they described as a mutiny against 
Amin as Brig. Charles Ambe who has 
been army chief of staff until he went to 
the Soviet Union for further military 
training about a year ago. He returned to 
Uganda only recently. 
A military spokesman Sunday night 
said Ambe shot himself twice during the 
fighting and that he died later in a hospi­ 
tal. 
Diplomatic sources said Amin's own 
words indicated he probably was the tar­ 
get of an unsuccessful coup. 
They said statements in which Amin 
told soldiers to “kill him if they were 


dissatisfied with his leadership” sup­ 
ported their view that the six-hour clash 
was an abortive rebellion. Radio Uganda 
6aid an unknown number of “soldiers 
and other people were killed during the 
confusion.” 
The radio said Amin met soldiers who 
briefly occupied the city in Sunday’s pre­ 
dawn hours and then drove through 
Kampala where he was cheered by thou­ 
sands of persons. 
“The troops told him they had been 
misinformed last night that an invading 
force meant to kill him and take over the 
country,” it said. “These troops then 
moved to forestall such an event and oc­ 
cupied installations on Kampala. They 
are now back in their barracks.” 
Diplomatic sources noted, however, 
that the radio did not adequately explain 
why troops fought among themselves 
sporadically between I a m. and 7 a m. if 
in fact there were no invaders to fight.

Arabs to demand Israel evacuation

Arab League foreign ministers in Tunis 
will issue a new call for Israel’s evac­ 
uation of all occupied Arab lands in­ 
cluding Jerusalem at a meeting begin­ 
ning today, diplomatic sources said. 
All 21 League members will be repre­ 
sented at the conference which will study 
such agenda issues as prospects for Is- 
r a e I i-S y r i a n talks on troop dis­ 
engagement on the Golan Heights, to 
preparations for a new Arab summit, 
sources said. 


Arab diplomatic sources said the min­ 
isters also will try to overcome differ­ 
ences arising from the recent lifting of 
the oil embargo against the United 
States, a move opposed by Libya and 
Syria. Another of the objectives will be 
to determine a joint strategy on the oil 
issue for the U.N. General Assembly on 
energy and development opening April 9. 
The meeting will open at Bardo Palace 
tonight. 


In C a i r o meanwhile, diplomatic 
sources said they expected new talks be­ 
tween Egypt and Israel on a further par­ 
tial Israel withdrawal from the occupied 
Sinai to begin in early summer. 
They said also that in spite of contin­ 
ued gunbattles on the Golan Heights Eg­ 
yptian officials are confident an Israeli- 
Syrian troop separation accord can be 
reached by early May at the latest. 


On the battlefields, both Syria and Is­ 
rael reported fighting across the cease­ 
fire lines for the 13th consecutive day. 
A Damascus communique said there 
had been a 30-minute artillery duel in 
which Syrian artillery scored direct hits 
on an Israeli observation post at Tel al 
Faras, destroyed an engineering unit and 
killed or wounded a number of Israeli 
soldiers. It said the firing began when 
“the enemy tried to fortify its positions 


in the southern sector of the front.” 
No mention was made of Syrian casu­ 
alties. 
A Tel Aviv spokesman said the Syrians 
fired “several shells” which caused no 
casualties and that the fire was not re­ 
turned. 
In Jerusalem, an estimated 6,000 dem­ 
onstrators massed Sunday outside Prime 
Minister Golda Meir’s office to protest 
alleged failure of Israeli leaders during 


the October War. It was one of the big­ 
gest demonstrations in Israeli history. 
Reserve Capt. Motti Ashkenazi, 33, 
who has been leading public protests 
calling for the resignation of Defense 
Minister Moshe Dayan, told the crowd 
that various protest groups plan to 
merge into one mass movement. These 
include his own and those involving 
members of the armored corps and para­ 
trooper units.

Controversial bills on tap 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) 
— Congress 
tackles three of the session’s most con­ 
troversial bills this week — campaign fi­ 
nancing, federal school aid and no-fault 
auto insurance — with the outcome of all 
three in doubt. 
The Senate will take up the campaign 
bill Tuesday and then probably alternate 
between that and no-fault legislation dur­ 
ing the latter part of the week. The 
House opens debate Tuesday on the 
school bill. 
The campaign financing bill, an out­ 
growth of the Watergate scandals, in­ 
volves a new test between President Nix­ 
on and the Dem ocr a tic-steered Congress 
and may face another filibuster. 


Nixon wants the House to approve the 
school bill, which includes antibusing 
provisions and increases local control 
over schools. But he has said he would 
veto a rival Senate version if it reached 
his desk. 


Congress itself is torn over the no-fault 
legislation which squeaked through the 
Senate Judiciary Committee last week 
by an 8-7 vote. In approving the bill, the 
committee majority said it would mean 
“assured and immediate compensation 
by the motorist’s own insurance com­ 
pany of all economic losses of all victims 
of auto accidents while reducing pre­ 
mium costs.” 
Issue bikeway guidelines 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The govern­ 
ment announced Sunday guidelines to 
permit states to use federal money to 
construct bikeways and walkways out­ 
side the rights-of-way of federal aid high­ 
ways. 


The Transportation Department said 
the new program permits use of any fed­ 
eral highway money, except interstate 
highway funds, to be used to construct 
cyclist and pedestrian facilities on the 
basis of 70 per cent federal money and 30 
per cent state funds.

Auto workers’ furloughs 
may be last: observers 


DETROIT (UPI) — More than 45,000 
U.S. auto workers are on one-week fur­ 
loughs this week in what some industry 
observers say may be the last massive 
layoffs if new car sales pick up during 
the spring. 
General Motors Corp., hardest hit by 
the slump in big car sales, idled nearly 
30,000 workers at six assembly plants 
and two Fisher Body plants. In addition, 
another 3,000 GM workers will be laid off 
indefinitely as afternoon shifts at three 
plants are eliminated. 
Chrysler Corp. kept one Detroit plant 
closed, idling 4,800 workers, and Ford ei­ 
ther closed or curtailed operations at 


four assembly plants, idling temporarily 
almost 8,000 workers while laying off an­ 
other 1,050 indefinitely. 
With more than 100,000 auto industry 
workers idled because of the slump that 
began even before the Arab oil embargo 
was imposed, industry executives will'be 
even more interested in mid-March sales 
figures due out today. 
WThile it’s not expected the mid-March 
sales will top year-ago figures, industry 
analysts expect to see sales inch closer 
to the March 11-20 figures of 1973. What 
they really want to see is an upturn in 
the actual number of cars sold over pre­ 
vious 10-day periods this month.

Ile bugs people 


Get the feeling of being watched late­ 
ly? Do you hear a distant hum on your 
telephone? Don’t worry, it may not be 
outright paranoia, it may only mean that 
you, like thousands of others are being 
snooped on. 
Rugging does happen, more often than 
the average person knows, and Herald 
writer Barry Sigale went to the source 
for these stories on professional eaves­ 
droppers. A book hanger, the guy who 
plants the bugs, a counterspy and others 
talked to our writer about their various 
trades.

Mr. X is a hook hanger. 
He has bugged politicians, crime syndi­ 
cate figures, businessmen, men, women 
and children. 
He has become financially well-to-do 
as a super-sleuth par-excellence while 
toying with individual freedoms, damn­ 
ing the tenets put down in the Bill of 
Rights. 
His work has been that of an illegal 
eavesdropper. He has planted listening 
devices on people, and around them. 
They are virtually wired-for-sound when 
he is through with them. Most of his vic­ 
tims broadcast clearly a couple of miles 
away. 
If he. or someone else, isn’t listening to 
you now, or haven’t in the past, just 
wait. They’ll probably get around to you 
yet. 
Just enter a political campaign. 
Apply for a promotion within the com­ 
pany or office you w’ork. Participate in a 
lecture boycott rally. Have an affair, bet 
on a parlay card. 
WHEN STOPPING to ponder the scope 
of illegal wiretapping and bugging in 
business and industry and in the political 
arena in this country it is easy to conjure 
up in the mind the site of hundreds of 
bug men squirming around dingy base­ 
ments, scaling large telephone poles and 
hiding behind closed doors. 
Well, America, that’s exactly the way

it is, and ifs happening this very minute. 
While the Watergate revelations contin­ 
ue to intrigue ami irritate an imbittered 
but largely indifferent public, a more sin­ 
ister and devious activity involving the 
illegal wiretapping and bugging of mil­ 
lions of Americans is going ahead full 
steam. 
Threatening the basic freedoms of a 
democratic people — essentially, the 
right to privacy and to lead a life without 
interference or restriction — this in­ 
fringement on citizens has come to alter 
a familiar question: 
No longer does the query, “Who IS 
being bugged?” apply when the subject 
of snooping arises. Rather, the question 
now is, “Who ISNT being bugged?” 
That’s how prevalent this form of espion­ 
age has become. 


.MR. X SAYS being a bug man, wire 
man or hook hanger, whatever you want 
to call them, means participating in a 
highly lucrative business. That’s why it 
is so difficult to believe him when he 
says he has retired from hanging hooks. 
The job has gotten into his blood, he 
says. Ifs difficult to quit. Ifs a good pro­ 
fession to be in if you don’t get caught. 
And, he says, you don’t get caught. Or 
convicted. Make your own judgment. 
“There isn’t a chance in ten million 
that a hook hanger would get caught,” 
says Mr. X. “A wiretapper says, ‘Until 
they catch me up a pole I’ve never wire- 
t a p p e d . * And nobody,” he laughs, 
“catches a wiretapper up a pole. People 
say I’m an old-time wire man. But 
people never saw me on a hook.” 
Because he has never been “caught up 
a pole,” Mr. X, 49. a former Chicago Po­ 
lice Department detective fas are most 
wiretappers) and now a private security 
agent, doesn’t have much to worry 
about. But he retains his anonymity for

their phones might be tapped can 
find out by calling repair service at 
611, Illinois Bell Telephone Co. offi­ 
cials urge.

are making it possible for interested per­ 
sons (bug men don’t care what is being 
recorded) to find out what’s being said 
behind closed office doors, over private 
telephone lines and even in the supposed 
privacy of the home. 
He says practically no one is safe from 
this snooping, that there is “no such 
thing as a private telephone conversa­ 
tion.” Bug men, he says, jokingly refer 
to the telephone company as the “Nation­ 
al Broadcasting Company (there’s no re­ 
lation to the television conglomerate).” 
“AS WE ARE SITTING here now, this 
minute, hundreds of people in town are 
being recorded,” he says, glancing out 
his Chicago office window. “There are 
10,000 wiretaps put on or taken off every 
day in the Chicago Metropolitan area 
(most of them in the city).” 
Because of their experience in such 
matters, former and even present police­ 
men, one-time telephone company em­ 
ployes and ex-GIs are now bug men in 


private life. There is a greater demand 
than ever for their services, according to 
Mr. X, and they're making big money 
because of it. 
“When Illinois passed its eavesdrop­ 
ping law,” Mr. X says, ‘fit increased the 
demand for wiretapping. And it in­ 
creased the prices. Then the federal gov­ 
ernment made it a felony (instead of a 
misdemeanor) and wiretappers started 
to make money.” 
Mr. X says there is “astronomical 
money” to be made from wiretapping 
and bugging. “Now it costs a minimum 
of £500 to hang the hook and $100 a day 
for every day ifs up. Sometimes it costs 
$300 to get it down. Why, you can even 
get one wiretap job that can support you 
for a whole year.” 
SINCE BUG MEN get their money in 
cash, in front, they don’t care if the bugs 
are found. They’ve been paid in advance. 
They take the money and run. It takes a 
lot of guts to be a bug man, Mr. X says, 
though, he adds, ifs not that hard to 
“con yourself” into a targeted place, and 
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TOOLS REPRESENT a major expense for the wiretapper 
between bug men and de-bug men — those hired to 
in order to do his job. Just the few pieces of equipment 
remove listening devices — the cost of equipment is 
pictured here cost $1,800. And because of competition 
expected to rise considerably. 


“The people shall have (he right to be 
secure in their persons, houses, papers 
and other possessions against unreason­ 
able searches, seizures, invasions of 
privacy or interceptions of commu­ 
nications by eavesdropping devices or 
other means.” 
—Illinois Constitution. 
The intent is right out front. Do your 
own thing. Lead your own life. And rest 
assured that your freedoms and liberties 
are being protected. 
Illinois law is one of the toughest in the 
nation when it comes to dealing with ille­ 
gal wiretapping and bugging operations. 
Basically, it is illegal to partake in such 
activities by any state law enforcement 
agency. 
The only exception is that wiretapping 
may be used in certain criminal in­ 
vestigations w’here there is probable 
cause and when a court authorizes such 
surveillance. In such cases, at least one 
party must consent to any eavesdropping 
plan. 
The state statute differs from federal 
law in regards to wiretapping. The 
Omnibus Crime Control and Safe Streets 
Act of 1968 sets forth procedures for ob­ 
taining these wiretap warrants. It says 
federal wiretapping does not require the 
consent of either party, although prob­ 
able cause still must be shown and a 
court authorization obtained. 
Government wiretapping has been a 
major controversy as early as the 1920s 
when the U.S. Supreme Court first took 
up the matter. At that time, Justice Oli­ 
ver Wendell Holmes called wiretapping 
“a dirty business.” 


WIRETAPPING of any kind then was 
illegal, though the law was largely ig­ 
nored and the practice continued. The 
use of any information obtained in this 
manner was not admissible in court. 
. It was during this period that wire tap­ 
ping became a popular information-gath­ 
ering device not only by state and feder­ 
al agencies but also by the business com­ 
munity, industry and the private sector. 
In 1967 the Supreme Court ruled that 
the Fourth Amendment to the Con­ 
stitution (dealing with individual rights 
and privacy) applies to telephone conver­ 
sations and that a court warrant is nec­ 
essary’ to wiretap. 
This ruling 
led 
directly to the passage of the 1968 act. 
Most wiretapping is done by agents 
from the FBI, Internal Revenue Service, 
Treasury Department and other agencies 
of the Justice Department. In contrast, 
very little wiretapping is reported being 
done by Illinois law enforcement offi­ 
cials. 
Court-authorized federal wiretaps total­ 
ed only 33 in 1969 but the numbers have 
been rising ever since. In 1970. according 
to the Administrative Office of the U.S. 
Courts, there were 183 court-approved 
federal wiretaps. In 1971 there were 285, 
in 1972, 206. Court-authorized state wire­ 
taps grew from 269 in 1969 to 649 in 1972. 


ACCORDING TO statistics provided by 
Illinois Bell Telephone, there were al­ 
most as many discoveries of illegal

federally-initiated wiretaps. 
The telephone company, in a pre­ 
carious position because it must try to 
protect the secrecy of communications 
on the one hand wfhile at the same time 
cooperate with federal agencies as re­ 
quired by law, said that nationwide, the 
Bell System discovered 249 wiretapping 
devices planted illegally in the U.S. in 
1971 and 174 in 1972. 
Illinois Bell reported discovering and 
removing about 20 illegal wiretaps on its 
phones in Illinois and some parts of In­ 
diana in 1972 and about the same number 
last year. 
While law enforcement agencies are 
required to report the number of wire­ 
taps it places each year, there are those 
who contend they are misleading the 
public by not revealing all such activi­ 
ties. Critics contend these agencies, too, 
are abusing their powers. 
EVERY DAY, said one especially 
harsh critic, agents are abusing the 
rights of individuals by illegally wire­ 
tapping and bugging in their efforts to 
track down criminals. 
“More persons have gone to jail be­ 
cause of (information gathered from) il­ 
legal wiretapping,” he said, “than you’ve 
got fingers, toes and teeth.” And, he 
added, “if they have gathered informa­ 
tion on an innocent person they don’t 
throw it away or destroy it. They put it 
in a Big Brother file.” 
The most talked about abuse of the 
wiretapping laws occurred in the Water­ 


gate case and related matters. Though 
some of the activities which have come 
to place a bad mark on politicians were, 
it has been explained, done for national 
security reasons, it is evident that much 
of the wiretapping was illegal. 


THERE ARE TWO divergent view­ 
points concerning wiretapping. The liber­ 
al attitude is that wiretapping and bug­ 
ging of any kind whatsoever is a threat 
to society. The more conservative out­ 
look is that with all the problems of 
crime in the streets and other societal 
maladies, wiretapping and bugging is an 
essential 
tool 
for 
law 
enforcement 
agencies, though strict controls should be 
imposed on these agencies. 
David Goldberger, former lawyer for 
the American Civil Liberties Union 
(ACLU) and currently staff lawyer for 
the Legal Aid Society, feels wiretapping 
was a thriving business before Water­ 
gate, that it has probably slowed down 
during Watergate, but that it will likely 
pick up after Watergate. 


“Up to Watergate,” said Goldberger, 
“there was a widespread acceptance of 
wiretapping. A crime-in-the-streets para­ 
noia set the groundwork for the wide­ 
spread use of wiretapping. Watergate 
has seriously discredited wiretapping as 
a tool. It was an example of just how 
dangerous wiretapping is.” 
Goldberger. who helped draft Illinois* 
eavesdropping statute, as an 
ACLU 
m e m b e r , might be considered a 


“flaming” liberal by conservatives, espe­ 
cially on the wiretapping issue, but, he 
said, some of those with Conservative 
leanings have come to agree with his 
wiretapping stand. 


“FOR A WHILE, wiretapping became 
a sacred cow. Only knee-jerk liberals 
and crooks opposed its use. But sudden­ 
ly, the whole center of the political spect­ 
rum is opposing it. Finally, somebody 
else’s ox got gored.” 
Goldberger feels Watergate proved a 
brutal education for the American public 
but that it was only a temporary setback 
for wiretap proponents. He said the pub­ 
lic is experiencing a “chilling effect” 
that has caused them to worry about 
whether they are being bugged. In this 
case, he said, the fear of being bugged is 
almost as great as if the bugging was 
taking place. 


So w’hat is the solution to ending the 
abuses of federal wiretap laws, especial­ 
ly when technology is moving at a fast 
pace and helping to refine the wiretap­ 
per’s craft. 
“There is no way to get rid of it (wire­ 
tapping) or to excise it from society,” 
c l a i m e d Goldberger, pessimistically. 
“More laws is not the answer. The key,” 
he said, “is the general attitude of the 
population and its elected representa­ 
tives. 
“It’s hard to guess what’s coming but 
the only potential safeguard is our demo­ 
cratic traditions.” 


the money is well-earned, whether some­ 
one finds the bug or not. 
Mr. X says bug men are hired to gath­ 
er information from individuals for cer­ 
tain reasons. 
Reporters may be wired to determine 
who their sources are on damaging stories 
or to find out what information they are 
gathering, he says. 
Ex-Chicago policemen are routinely 
bugged, he says, when they leave the 
force because of possible' damaging in­ 
formation they might use against their 
fellow officers. 
Politicians are monitored extensively 
during a political campaign to find out 
secrets that can be used against them in 
a campain. Sometimes they are slander­ 
ous and of highly personal activities. If 
the information is not made public, the 
opponent is at least made aware the 
other side has found out about it. There 
is the obvious fear that they might use it. 
Mr. X believes the average citizen also 
should be concerned with the amount of 
illegal wiretapping and bugging going on 
because it is possible he will one day be 
a victim of an eavesdropper. 
“THE AVERAGE guy should be a- 
fraid,” he says. “Say he’s up for a promo­ 
tion. It’s worth $1,000 to a corporation to 
find out all about him at both the office 
and his home. They want to find out his 
reliability, what his social life is like. 
They want to know everything they can 
about him and his family. 
“Take the sales representative of a 
company who has responsibilities in sev­ 
eral states. Even though he’s making a 
good salary his company wants to make 
sure he’s not feeding valuable informa­ 
tion to their competitors.” 
A most interesting example of the use 
of bug men is of one spouse cheating on 
the other. According to Mr. X, the spouse 
takes great pains to cover his or her 
tracks, meeting secretly, giving excuses 
and alibis as the affair continues. 
“Then,” Mr. X says, “the husband 
picks up the telephone at home and calls 
his mistress. If he’s wiretapped the bug 
man can get the mistress’ name, phone 
number and address. 
“Now we know what motel the two of 
them are going to. We can go to the mo­ 
tel and wait for them. Or take the wife 
ard attorney along. You knock on the 
door and you’ve got your divorce case.” 
WHERE BUGGING isnt going on, the 
fear and anxiety — paranoia, if you will, 
about being bugged — has had almost 
the same effect as if the actual bugging 
was taking place, according to Edwin J. 
Bray, counter industrial espionage agent 
and revered foe of hook hangers. 
“Bugging is going full blast and going 
to get worse,” says Bray, whose Chicago 
security agency specializes in finding 
and eliminating illegal bugs and wire­ 
taps. “The need (for his kind of services) 
has shot up 300 per cent in the last ten 
years.” 
It has become increasingly necessary, 
according to Bray, for business and in­ 
dustrial executives, politicians, attor­ 
neys, bankers, doctors, salesmen and 
others sparring In the highly competitive 
economic world to take extreme pre­ 
cautions while going about their busi­ 
ness. Why? Because they’re all spying on 
one another. 
Some won’t talk on the telephone, op­ 
ting to do business face-to-face with a 
client or prospective customer. Others 
insist on having their telephones and of­ 
fices checked, or “swept,” before con­ 
ducting any work-related conversations.

B u g g i n g and wiretapping are 
means of getting information usually 
difficult or impossible to obtain by 
more conventional methods. 


A bug is an electronic device used 
to transmit conversations held by 
telephone or in a room which can be 
heard and recorded by someone lis­ 
tening in another room in the same 
building or elsewhere. 


Telephone wiretaps involve the in­ 
terception of telephone messages, 
usually by a physical connection to 
the wires. A wiretapper can connect 
his listening device by simply finding 
an access point where the victim’s 
telephone wires appear. 


A BUG CAN BE small enough to 
fit in a fountain pen, wrist watch, 
martini olive or bouquet of flowers. 
The conversation can be monitored 
continuously or recorded for later 
use. 


The art of wiretapping and bugging 
has changed and along with the great 
strides in the electronics field bug 
men have improved their craft. 


Wire men used to spend most of 
their time in a basement monitoring 
telephone calls while forcing down 
cold hot dogs and drinking cold cof­ 
fee. That’s not true anymore, accord­ 
ing to the pros in the business. Mod­ 
ernization, which eventually comes 
to everything, has come to hanging 
hooks. 


Indeed, today’s monitoring equip­ 
ment used by bug men allows them 
to install it and forget it. They can go 
on to another job, assured that the 
tape recorder they have left behind 
is working properly and gathering 
the information the bug man was 
hired to get. 


BUG MEN USE various devices to 
get to this information. They can 
hook up wires to the telephone box in 
a certain building where their target 
is working. A transmitter is attached 
and all conversations are broadcast 
to an FM radio receiver, which acti­ 
vates a tape recorder as far as four 
miles away. 


Or they can climb a telephone pole 
and hook onto the lines to transmit 
as in the above example. If the bug 
man has access to the office being 
bugged he can simply install a three- 
way plug into a Wall socket. Two 
sides of the plug work, the other con­ 
tains a bug. Thus, all conversations 
in the office are transmitted 
and 
taped. 


Or, a microphone, as small as a 
ring, can be hidden in the telephone 
itself. Or the switchboard can be 
wired. Another ploy by bug men is to 
send their victims a present, like a 
desk ornament, with the monitoring 
devices placed within. 


A FAVORITE ACTIVITY of bug 
men is to strap an ordinary-looking 
w’atch around the wrist with wires 
running from it. The wires are run 
from the arm to the shoulder and 
down the back where it is attached to 
a recorder in the back pocket. With 
the sleeves rolled down. it looks like 
nothing devious is taking place. 


Also interesting is the “spy-vs-spy” 
kind of activity going on between the 
bug men and the de-bug men. 


One side, the de-bug men. is work­ 
ing on a jammer deivce which would 
make it impossible for a telephone 
conversation to be tapped. Thus, bug 
men would be useless. 


Of course, bug men will try to 
come up with a de-jammer, which 
will prompt the de-bug man to come 
up with a de-de-jammer. And so it 
goes. 


As one de-but man put it, “You 
either keep going in this business or 
go down the tube.”

No flood problem; 
garage site OKd 


The Wheeling Park District's new garage will be built just 
south of the Heritage Park recreation building, 222 S. Wolf 
Rd. 
Park board members approved the location after Village 
Mgr. George Passolt said the Heritage Park retention basins 
provided enough water storage to prevent possible flooding 
from the building. 
Only Park Comr. Lorraine Lark disapproved of the site, 
saying that despite Passolt’s assurances the area is prone to 
flooding. 
The brick and masonry garage, designed by Maintenance 
Director Robert Ruley, will replace the present garage facil­ 
ity which is being converted into a meeting room. Park em­ 
ployes are expected to do about 30 per cent of the construc­ 
tion work — including heating, roofing and hanging of doors. 
The park district expects to reduce the cost (rf the garage 
about 50 per cent by doing some of the work and acting as 
their own general contractors. Bids for the concrete work will 
be awarded at the April 4 park board meeting. 
The new garage will be tinanced with funds approved in the 
December, 1972, referendum. Bids are also being prepared 
for a second referendum project, the improvement of the 
park-school sites. The first contracts for this work are sched­ 
uled to be approved May 30. 
Park board members plan to take a careful look at the 
need for a park site south of the Foxboro Apartments before 
voting whether to release the site in exchange for a $3,000 
donation. 
S & L Engineering is planning to develop an industrial park 
north of Hmtz Road south of the Wheeling Drainage Ditch. 
The proposed industrial park is located on about Wa acres of 
the 17 acre joint school-park site. 
Park Comr. Lorraine Lark suggested the matter be studied 
before any decision is reached. She noted that the park dis­ 
trict has just been granted several new park designations, 
and said the park board should be more hesitant about releas­ 
ing these sites. 


Pool rental approved 


A contract to rent the outdoor pool to the Golden Arrow 
Day camp for $2,000 was approved by board members. The 
camp will rent the pool from 10:45 a.m. to 12:45 p.m. during 
the summer months. 
Park Supt. Dave Phillips said the day camp rental will not 
interfere with the park district’s own summer program since 
the pool is not used during these hours. 


Youth ecology corps 


Plans are being developed for an ecology corps of young­ 
sters ages 12 to 16 years which will be used to help with the 
park district's outdoor maintenance this summer. 
Park Supt. Dave Phillips said the district is planning to 
select IO youngsters to work on school-park sites, the pro­ 
posed rose garden in Chamber of Commerce Park and other 
park district projects. 
“ It’s really to give them an appreciation of the outdoors 
and let them really know what it takes to maintain a park 
district,’’ Phillips said. 
The youngsters will be paid between 75 cents and $1 an 
hour for their work, and will also be taken on field trips by 
the park district. 
Phillips said he hopes to hire a horticultural student intern 
to supervise the program, which will include some work on 
park landscaping. 


Parks to use village signs? 


The park board has sent to committee a proposal to partici­ 
pate in the Wheeling Chamber of Commerce's “ Welcome to 
Wheeling" signs. 
Park Comr. Gene Sackett suggested the sign, which would 
cost the district $250, might be a way to provide inexpensive 
publicity for the parks. 
Following other business, the board met in executive ses­ 
sion to discuss personnel and land acquisition.

Ex-Hoffman mayor tells bribe details

Hoffman Estates officials took more 
than three months in 1968 to settle on a 
$70,000 price to sell out their community, 
according to former Mayor Roy L. Jen­ 
kins. 
Jenkins, testifying Friday in the feder­ 
al trial of attorney Bernard Peskin, told 
how he and five other village officials 
decided on the $70,000 figure less than a 
week before they gave final approval 
Oct. 30, 1968 to the zoning of Kaufman 
and Broad, Inc.’s Barrington Square de­ 
velopment. 
At first, Jenkins said, two of the six 
officials were unwilling to go along with 
the bribery scheme but later agreed. 
Two others were not approached. And in 
the end, he said, the six received only 
$35,000, half the agreed-on price. 
Peskin. the six ex-officials and K&B 
were indicted Oct. 26 by a special federal 
grand jury on charges of bribery, con­ 
spiracy and tax evasion. Peskin is ac­ 
cused of passing bribes from K&B to the 
former officials. 
Jenkins, who was mayor from 1965 to 
April 1969, appeared a day earlier than 
expected in Peskin's trial, which will en­ 
ter its sixth day today before U.S. Dis­ 
trict Judge Frank J. McGarr. The six 
former officials, including Jenkins, have 
already pleaded guilty and K&B has 
pleaded 
no 
contest 
in 
the 
bribery 
scheme. 
THIS IS THE STORY of local corrup­ 
tion, as Jenkins related it: 
In July or August, 1968, Peskin visited 
Jenkins’ hardware store 
in 
Hoffman 
Plaza, and in a backroom conference 
asked Jenkins how much money it would 
take to get zoning okay for the K&B proj­ 
ect. Jenkins told him the village board 
was “ not totally in favor,” and he 
“ wasn’t sure money was the way” to win 
zoning. 


Within a few days, Jenkins visited four 
village trustees and a planning and zon­ 
ing commission member and asked them 
if they “ would be interested in ex­ 
changing (their) vote for dollars.” No 
amount was mentioned. Edward Pinger, 
the commission member, readily agreed 
to “ see to it any wrinkles in the planning 
and zoning commission were ironed out.” 
Trustees Gerard Meyer and Herbert 
Gibson also said they were interested, 
right from the start. 
Trustee Howard Noble was not inter­ 
ested. He told Jenkins he planned to run 
for mayor in the next village election, 
and voting “ yes” on K&B’s project would 
cost him too many votes. 
Trustee Jam es Sloan also declined, 
saying he was not interested “ at that 
point” because he “ was not particularly 
enthused with the subdivision.” 
TRUSTEES WILLIAM Cowin and Ron­ 
ald Franck, Jenkins’ partner in the hard­ 
ware st we, were not contacted. Jenkins 
feared Cowin would “ go to the author­ 
ities,” and Jenkins and Franck were 
“ not on the best of terms, personally.” 
Jenkins reported back to Peskin he 
“ didn’t think it would go,” but would 
keep trying to persuade other trustees to 
change their minds. 
On Sept. 26, the zoning commission 
recommended to the village board that 
the zoning be approved. A vote was de­ 
layed until Oct. IO, when Cowin, Gibson 
and Meyer voted yes: Sloan, Noble and 
Franck voted no. and Jenkins broke the 
tie with a yes vote. The village attorney 
was directed to prepare the formal ordi­ 
nance allowing development to begin. 
At a special meeting Od. 15, the ordi­ 
nance was ready. Meyer and4 Gibson 
were the only ones voting approval, and 
it failed. By this time, Jenkins had met 
separately with Sloan and Noble, trying 
to win them over, but they still voted no. 


(Although Jenkins agreed in testimony 
he had told FBI agents last summer this 
was a “ show of strength” to ensure Pes­ 
kin would pay the bribes, he said Friday 
he could no longer stand by that state­ 
ment. ) 
JENKINS REPORTED to Peskin “ I 
was pretty much disturbed, incensed and 
tied up because I wasn’t able to persuade 
certain 
persons 
to 
cast 
affirmative 
votes.” They agreed to try persuasion on 
Cowin and Franck. Betwreen Oct. 15 and 
Oct. 24 they took Cowin to dinner and 
discussed density and impact on schools, 
which “ as I (Jenkins) remember, were 
the important considerations to Cowin.” 
They met again, this time with Cowin, 
Franck 
and 
perhaps 
Noble 
(Jenkins 
wasn’t sure), and discussed the same 
concerns. 
At the Oct. 24 meeting, the board 
agreed to reconsider the project, and in 
the following week a meeting was held at 
Noble’s house. Jenkins, Noble, Sloan, 
Gibson, Meyer and Pinger attended, and 
they decided to ask for $10,000 each. 
While Jenkins didn’t tell the others, he 
planned to ask for $20,000 for himself, or 
a total of $70,000. 


Jenkins relayed the dollar amount to 
Peskin, w’ho checked with K&B’s presi­ 
dent Eli Broad, and reported Broad’s ap­ 
proval back to Jenkins. But Peskin said 
only $35,000 would be available imme­ 
diately. The rest would be distributed as 
building permits for the development 
were issued, at a rate of $100 per permit, 
half of which would go to the village offi­ 
cials. 
Jenkins’ bargain was kept, and Oct. 30, 
zoning was approved with only Cowin 
and Franck voting no. 
DURING THE NEXT month, Peskin 
delivered the $35,000 to Jenkins at the 
Des Plaines Oasis of the Northwest Toll­ 
way. Jenkins then delivered $5,000 to 
each of the other five village officials, 
and kept $10,000 himself. 
The following March or April, Jenkins 
called Peskin to ask for a “ program, or 
payout plan,” for the remaining $35,000. 
By this time, Jenkins and the other bribe 
recipients were out of office. Peskin re­ 
sponded since they no longer had village 
control, and would not be “ able to 
smooth out problems” that might arise 
during construction,” there would be no 
further payments.

SMITH, AT HOME recuperating from 
recent surgery, could not be disturbed, 


according to a woman who answered the 
telephone. 
Eiermann is “ not speaking to anyone,” 
his wife said; Mittvick could not be 
reached for comment. 
“ I am sorry that these charges were 
brought. I hope they are not true, but I 
feel any further comment would be im­ 
proper,” said Mayor Robert O. Atcher. 
The mayor also refused to discuss 
“ any other information” when asked if 
Smith and Mittvick are still employed by 
the village.

County hoard candidate may seek injunction delaying appointments 
Dem hopeful blasts Fulle on RT A

A Democratic candidate for the Cook 
County Board has launched his campaign 
by criticizing Republican County Chair­ 
man Floyd Fulle of Des Plaines and by 
threaening to stall organization of the 
Regional Transportation Authority. 


Norman Dachman of Niles said he will 
either seek a court injunction halting ap­ 
pointment of two suburban RT A board 
members until the November general 
election or will ask the Cook County 
Council of Governments to screen board 
mertibers. 


“ In effect only Fulle and (Comr.) Joe 
Woods will appoint the suburban board 
members. That’s not true representa­ 
tion,” Dachman said. 


The RTA law requires appointment of 
the two members by suburban commis­ 
sioners within 28 days of the referendum 
approving RTA. Because two suburban 
commissioners, 
Charles 
Grupp 
and 
Charles Chaplin, are retiring, Fulle and 
Woods will dominate the board decision, 
Dachman said. 
• 


“ As usual, Mr. Dachman is two hours 
late and four cents behind,” Fulle told 
The Herald. “ He doesn't know what he’s 
talking about.” 


FU LLE W ILL meet this afternoon with 
the four suburban county board mem­ 
bers to set up procedures for choosing 
the RTA members. The board members 
also will discuss a replacement for 
Comr. William Erickson of Evanston 
who died a mnth ago. 


The law requires agreement by four of 
the five suburban commissioners on the 
RTA board appointments. “ With only 
two active board members, where’s the 
m ajority?” Dachman said, “ Trie present 
makeup of the board does not fulfill the 
intent of the law.”

Official vote totals for all but Lake 
County indicate the Regional Trans­ 
portation Authority referendum passed 
by a precarious margin of 13,871 votes. 
The kNOw RTA Committee that fought 
passage of the March 19 referendum

recount,” according to State Rep. Donald 
Totten, R-Hoffman Estates, a leader of 
the committee. 


Official canvass totals show the pro­ 
posal passed by a 201,597-vote margin in 
Cook County despite a majority of “ no” 
votes from the suburban areas. Using of­ 
ficial figures in all but Lake County, the 
referendum failed in the outside five 
counties by a margin of 187,871 votes. 
“ There have been reports of vote fraud 
in the city, and they have been turned 
over to the state’s attorney for in­ 
vestigation,” Totten said. 


He said the reports indicate some vot­ 
ers in the city were not given RTA bal­ 
lots, and some precinct poll watchers re- 
p o r t e d incidents of “ chain-voting,” 
whereby a voter is sent into the booth 
with a pre-marked ballot and brings out 
his blank ballot. The blank ballot is then 
marked and sent in with another voter, 
who casts that vote and brings out his 
own ballot, and so on. Recounts cost $5 a 
precinct, and Totten said offers of finan­ 
cial assistance have already started 
coming in to his office. Other suburban 
residents have already offered to help 
pay for legal costs of fighting the RTA on 
a constitutional basis, he said. 
Vote totals indicate 43 per cent of the 
Chicago registered voters turned out far 
the RTA issue, compared to 33 per cent 
in suburban Cook County and 40 per cent 
in the outlying counties.

Dachman said he will “ talk to my at­ 
torneys” about possible court maneuver­ 
ing to influence the suburban appoint­ 
ments. 
“ I think I ’m entitled to a voice. I was 
one of the leaders for RTA. I ve been 
talking about transportation since 1971. I 
sold RTA to suburban Cook County,” he 
said. 
“ Where was Fulle for three months? 
He didn’t take a stand. He should have 
been a leader. Now he comes out of the 
woodwork.” 
FU LLE SAID that “ before the (prima­ 
ry) election was held we started to ac­ 


cumulate a file of possible candidates. 
The file is two inches thick already. 
“ Now that it's passed we have to cull 
through it and set up a procedure. We've 
talked to officials in COG. We've talked 
to community leaders. It's already in the 
m ill,” Fulle said. 
The “ one absolute criterion” for ap­ 
pointment from suburban Cook County is

grams). You easily get these amounts in 
any reasonable diet. These recommenda­ 
tions are for 1973. 
SO, IT IS not just my opinion, as you 
have wrongly stated, but the opinion of 
the best group of nutritionists and scien­ 
tists in the country that you can and 
should get all the vitamin E you need 
from a reasonable diet. 
The fairy tales about vitamin E have 
been used to bilk the gullible for many 
years. It has been investigated, contrary 
to your statement, in many leading uni­ 
versities in this country and abroad. This 
includes Canada. And incidentally, The 
Canadian Medical Assn. has been busy 
trying to protect the Canadian public 
against false claims originating in that 
country. 
Vitamin E probably is necessary in 
small amounts. But, you don’t need a 
special diet to get that amount. It may 
have some beneifts in isolated medical 
problems, but it does not cure arthritis, 
heart disease and all other human ills. 
IT IS TRUE that some animals need 
vitamin E. The cow and the sheep, for 
example, will develop heart failure, if 
they don’t get it. Man does not behave 
the same way. Apparently we are able to 
substitute other chemicals into the meta­ 
bolic system and use them instead of 
vitamin E. 
Differences in species with regard to 
vitamins are well known. A common 
well-known example is our dependence 
on vitamin C. We can’t manufacture it in 
our body. But the cow and most animals 
make it out of carbohydrates. We lack an 
important enzyme that would enable us 
to do this. In the case of vitamin E the 
shoe is on the other foot, or hoof, and 
some animals need it much more than 
man.

HOLLYWOOD — Don t talk to actors 
about the unemployment crisis. 
Actors are the most unemployed indi­ 
viduals in the United States — and have 
been even in boom times. 
Right now there are roughly 29.000 
members in the Screen Actors Guild. 
Eighty-five per cent of them are unem­ 
ployed. By comparison, miners, auto 
workers, steel workers and aerospace 
employes are in short supply. 


DENNIS WEAVER, star of television’s 
“McCloud” series, is the new president 
of the Screen Actors Guild. Running on 
an independent ticket he rewrote SAG 
history by upsetting the guild’s estab­ 
lishment officers. 
“It’s never been the function of the 
guild to supply jobs,” the actor said. 
“But we’ve got to take some drastic ac­ 
tion. 
“Of those actors who are working, 75 
per cent earn less than $3,500 a year. 
According to the government that’s be­ 
low the poverty level. Almost all of the 
membership is forced to work at other 
jobs. 
“But the public reads about Richard 
Burton or Clint Eastwood making a mil­ 
lion dollars a picture and believes all ac­ 
tors are rich. They don’t represent the 
actor in Hollywood at all. Only 4 per cent 
of actors earn a comfortable living of 
$25,000 a year.” 


WEAVER, A deliberate sort of man, a 
native of Oklahoma, is aware he was 
elected to office as a reformer: “When 
people aren’t working they think any 
kind of a change will improve a situ­ 
ation.

“Actors have been forced to live on re­ 
siduals from television reruns. And those 
payments are altogether too low, espe­ 
cially for those episodes shown two or 
three times in the same year. 
“Without reruns we’d be working in 
original shows and being paid a lot more 
money. 


“When I played Chester on ‘Gunsmoke’ 
we made 39 episodes a year. Those num­ 
bers have decreased gradually over the 
years to a point where most series make 
22 segments or less. The number of jobs 
wiped out is enormous. 


“So the guild is working on that prob­ 
lem. We are seeking ways to stimulate 
movie and television production. We’re 
not producers. Our job originally was to 
insure good wages and working condi­ 
tions. But we must do more. 


“ONE BIG HEADACHE is the govern­ 
ment itself. It is Hollywood’s biggest 
competitor. The government spends half 
a billion dollars — that’s right, $500 mil­ 
lion — every year on training films, in­ 
dustrial firms and Armed Forces films. 


Ever\f bureau and department has its 
own film arm. 
“The bad part of it is our own govern­ 
ment uses non-professional actors. They 
use non-union performers. There is also 
duplication, overlapping and waste in 
government films. 
“More 
and 
more one department 
makes a film that is made a few weeks 
later by still another department. And 
guild members lose more jobs. 
“We figure at least $150 million of that 
money — taxpayers money — belongs to 
professional actors who should be doing 
the work. As a taxpayer, I don’t like the 
waste and depriving professionals of 
jobs. 


“THE GUILD IS doing its best not to 
price ourselves too high and discourage 
production. We have two types of con­ 
tracts — one for pictures costing more 
than a million dollars, and one for those 
costing less. The less expensive films are 
given certain liberties. 
“And the guild is working to get more 
work for actresses, there is 
a dis­ 
proportionate number of women acting 
today as compared with men. 


“The guild’s Women’s Conference is 
keeping track of the number of TV roles 
and movie parts, compiling figures so we 
can show producers and writers how 
women are being ignored on the screen. 
“There are committees working on mi­ 
nority inequalities, too. 
“With massive discontent and unem­ 
ployment in the ranks the guild is work­ 
ing overtime to help the situation. But it 
won t be easy.”

WASHINGTON — The Rev. John 
McLaughlin, S. J., President Nixon's 
$25,000-a-year Jesuit assistant, is no long­ 
er a speechwriter, according to the White 
House press office. 
“He is involved in international hu­ 
manitarian projects, such as the South­ 
east Asian refugees,” explained Press 
Secretary Ron Zeigler s staff assistant, 
Tom DeCair. 


This column has tried repeatedly to ob­ 
tain an interview with Rev. McLaughlin, 
but his secretary has disclosed that he 
has been either on extended lecture tours 
in such distant places as California, or 
else has been encumbered with 
a 
heavy schedule of TV, radio and local 
lecturing. 
DeCair was asked, therefore, if it is 
not true that while Rev. McLaughlin is 
no longer a Nixon speechwriter, he is 
quite definitely a Nixon speechmaker. 
Replied DeCair: “Yes, like many oth­ 
ers in government, Dr. McLaughlin is a 
spokesman for this administration.” 


THIS IS TO wallow in understatement. 
For the likes of Rev. McLaughlin have 
not been seen since the oratorical heyday 
of ex-Vice President Spiro Agnew. 
F o r e x a m p l e , there is Rev. 
McLaughlin’s having engaged his Jesuit 
seminary classmate, The Rev. Robert 
Drinan, S. J., in what might be described 
as “The Jesuit Battle of Pennsylvania 
Avenue.” 
Rev. Drinan, D-Mass., is the first Cath­ 
olic priest ever elected to Congress (al­ 
though by no means the first clergy-con- 
gressman — for there have been 95 Pro­ 
testants). On Jan. 20 of this year, Con­ 
gressman Drinan described the Nixon 
administration as “the most corrupt ad­ 
ministration in the history of the Repub­ 
lic.” 
President Nixon had no need to respond 
to this charge, not when his Jesuit assist­ 
ant promptly counterattacked — by com­ 
paring Congressman Drinan to the San- 
hedrin. 


REV. 
MCLAUGHLIN 
went 
on 
to 
charge Father Drinan with rape of jus­ 
tice for not having disqualified himself 
from the House Judiciary Committee’s 
impeachment inquiries, considering a 
Drinan impeachment bill. 
Rev. Drinan had already brushed off a 
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GOP suggestion to this effect, by reply­ 
ing cooly that no Congressman who in­ 
troduces a consumer protection bill is ex­ 
pected to disqualify himself from the vot­ 
ing. 
But the usually doughty and intrepid 
Massachusetts Congressman amazingly, 
a n d promptly, backed . away 
from 
McLaughlin’s comparison of Drinan to 
the Sanhedrin (which put Jesus Christ on 
trial). For he replied with an uncharacte­ 
ristically limp rejoinder, “My intuition 
tells me to decline all comment.” 
This left distinct impression 
that 
President Nixon has quite cleverly dis­ 
cover that the way to neutralize one 
pesky Jesuit is to use another. 
MEANWHILE, REV. McLaughlin, as 
Nixon 
speechmaker, 
has 
announced 
around the nation: 
• “I think Nixon will be viewed histori­ 
cally, and in his own time, as a great 
moral leader.” 


• “The churches have their own his­ 
tories of irregularities, disorders and 
scandals.” 
• “My feeling is that senior officials in 
the White House are no better, no worse, 
no more sinful, or less sinful, no more 
sullied or unsullied morally, ethically, or 
spiritually than people in all other occu­ 
pations — including the clergy .-’ 


This column has by no means been re­ 
luctant to expose ecclesiastical venality. 
But we know of no denominational head­ 
quarters (or even pseudo-denominations) 
who have currently amassed so many 
criminal indictments charging the bug­ 
ging of rivals and the burglarizing of 
psychiatrists

RT A board needs diversity 


The passage of the Regional 
Transit Authority referendum has, 
in turn, created an unfortunate 
wave of maneuvering and specula­ 
tion over appointment to suburban 
seats on the RTA board. 


The line-up for the part-time 
$25,000 - a - year suburban posts, 
which includes many politicians, 
should only be the starting point in 
the search for appointees. The de­ 
cision process should be open. Poli- 
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tics 
and 
Republican 
allegiance 
should not determine selection of 
the board members. 


Republican Cook County Board 
members will name the two subur­ 
ban 
RTA 
representatives. 
The 
RTA law passed last spring by the 
legislature — which should be 
amended — now requires appoint­ 
ment of the board within 28 days. 


As many as 20 persons have in­ 
dicated interest in the appoint­ 
ments, but no procedure for selec­ 
tion has been announced. 


Now is the time to pick up where 
open slatemaking for the primary 
election fell off. 


The 
county 
board 
members 
should adopt as open a procedure 
as possible for reviewing RTA 
board applicants. The candidates’ 
previous views on mass transit 
should be examined. Willingness to 
devote time to improving mass 
transit in the suburbs should be an 
issue. 


The Herald disagrees with Comr. 
F l o y d Fulle’s contention that 
prime criteria for selection should 


include the desire to become a 
GOP “team” player in a battle 
against the four board members 
named by Chicago Mayor Richard 
Daley. Individuality could lead to 
important, innovative transit im­ 
provements. 


However, the Republican board 
members must be firm in avoiding 
dominance by Daley appointees 
and must avoid rubber-stamping 
Chicago Transit Authority wishes.

TV network news style changing

When a TV network news anchorman 
dies, there’s the sudden sensation that a 
close friend has just died. 
All of them — Chet Huntley, Walter 
Cronkite, Harry Reasoner, David Brink­ 
ley, John Chancellor — have their voices 
so firmly etched into our memories, and 
their faces are almost more recogniz­ 
able than Richard Nixon or Henry Kis­ 
singer. 
To critics of television, these men are 
showmen and not newsmen, in the old 
sense of reporters who work on the 
streets or on the telephone to come up 
with stories. They are work! wide celeb­ 
rities, and we on newspapers sometimes 
begrudge their instant celebrity status. 
Night after night at 6 p.m. these men 
who work in window less studios in New’ 
York or Washington enter our homes. Af­ 
ter time passes, they become like mem­ 
bers of the families whose tale of news 
can make us laugh, make us cry or 
make us understand. 
So it was with Chet Huntley, and his 
death has the brief weight of an old 


friend dying. But his death marks also a 
basic change in TV journalism, too. 
Huntley and Brinkley teamed up in 
1956, in the dawning hours of TV network 
news. According to press accounts, NBC 
officials tried unsuccessfully to obtain 
author John Hersey or Henry Cabot 
Lodge Jr.' to succeed John Cameron 
Swayxe. H & B were the third choices. 
The team’s popularity blossomed dur­ 
ing the late 1950s and early 1960s. The 
triumphs and errors of the Eisenhower 
and Kennedy years were chronicled 
nightly by the two, with dour, severe 


Chet balancing off the urbane, witty 
David. 
Their popularity gradually slipped dur­ 
ing the later 1960s. Huntley split from the 
team in 1970 to tend his Big Sky venture 
in Montana. He died of cancer Wednes­ 
day, only three days before Big Sky was 
to be dedicated. 
Huntley, as he appeared before us dur­ 
ing those years, was not a working news­ 
man, and that says something about the 
decline of a journalism era. Perhaps it 
says something, too, about the kind of 
news we watch in the 1970s. 
Today, the era of the cosmetic anchor­ 
man is slipping, although it is still a pop­ 
ular TV news format. But Channel 2’s 
team of J acobson-Kurtis insists they ars 
newsmen, not anchormen. Now the sta­ 
tions increasingly contend that a pretty 
face and voice is not enough to please. 
On CBS-TV, where the grandfather^ 
(and the capable newsman) Cronkite 
reigns, there’s solid reporting from the 
Dan Schorrs, the Dan Ralliers and the 
Fred Grahams. At NBC, Carl Stern, that 
network’s legal specialist, has produced 
several national “scoops” for his net­ 
work. 
The news today is far too complex to 


permit an anchorman to handle it alone. 
Watergate’s legal thicket of indictments 
and tapes and the energy crisis’ tangle of 
allotments and oil reserves are but two 
topics where expert reporters are more 
convincing than anchormen. 
We’ll never desert the era where we 
need someone of the caliber of Huntley 
or Cronkite to read us a part of the news. 
That’s why Chet Huntley was a great an­ 
chorman, for he did his job well. Now, 
however, the anchorman’s losing many 
of his responsibilities to his men in the 
field. 
That, however, won’t erase Chet Hunt­ 
ley’s contribution to TV journalism. To 
most of us inveterate TV watchers, the 
man and his style shall be remembered.

a restroom, but airport officials had 
closed off the section in which we 
were detained so that no one could 
leave the area. 


Minutes after arriving at the ter­ 
minal, we were ordered back aboard 
the bus. When we neared the plane, 
we saw a long row of suitcases. 
About IOO yards separated the two. 
Both passengers and flight crew 
stayed between these inanimate ob­ 
jects, either of which might shatter 


the quiet but sultry Kentucky after­ 
noon. 


We were told the wait wouldn’t be 
too long. Officials were waiting for 
the FBI before making the search. 
The captain remained calm. He 
said that this had been his fifth time 
— hoaxes all. 


AFTER ABOUT AN hour’s delay, 
airline personnel and federal agents 
began taking five people at a time to 
the luggage area. Bag after bag was 
searched. It had to be there for the 
plane had been OKd. 


The longer we waited to check our 
belongings, the more people began 
sizing each other up. 
An hour and a half after touching 
down, the plane resumed its south­ 
eastern path to Florida. No bomb 
had been found. Still, most people 
would have felt much safer at 30.000 
feet had one been discovered and 
taken off. 
The airline hostesses passed out 
“drinks on the house’’ for the re­ 
mainder of the flight, but it wasn’t 
enough to put color back into a host 
of white knuckles . . . 


SECURITY WAS tight around the 


bomb-threatened 
plane. Passengers

Bomb. The word itself is a threat. 
And for vacation-bound passengers 
aboard a flight to Florida recently, 
a report of a bomb aboard their air­ 
plane became a frightening experi­ 
ence. Herald Associate Sports Editor 
Paul Logan had it happen to him. 
Paul and his wife Linda were on a 
plane forced to land in Louisville. 
Ky., while a search was made for 
explosives aboard the plane. Here is 
their story’. 


Most everyone on the DC-10 jet 
was enjoying a drink. All had a right 
to be happy — Florida was the desti­ 
nation. 


T h e 
nonstop 
Eastern 
Airlines 
flight, scheduled to arrive in Sara­ 
sota about 5:30 p.m., didn’t live up to 
its billing. Instead, the two-engine 
shuttle service from snow to sun 
landed in Louisville, Ky. 


“Folks, I didn’t want to alarm you 
earlier when I announced we had to 
make an unscheduled stop,” said the 
captain, his voice slightly cracking. 
“But we received a call from Mid­ 
way that there was a bomb aboard.’’ 


He added that we would have to 
leave the plane, but it wasn’t neces­ 
sary. The pushing and shoving re­ 
sembled grade schoolers exiting a 
room at the end of a day. 


WE WERE HERDED aboard an 
old school bus and taken to an empty 
terminal, located a short distance 
from the plane. The latter was left 
on a distant and deserted landing 
strip — far enough away so no dam ­ 
age could be done to anything or 
anyone if it blew.

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Hersey makes Bloom panic 
but Trojans rally to win

CHAMPAIGN — What did Hersey hope 
to prove? 
Hadn’t the Huskies already accom­ 
plished the 66-year-old impossible dream 
of playing basketball downstate? 
Wasn’t that enough? 
Didn't somebody insist the rest wras 
gravy? 
Well, there was a bone in the gravy 
and Hersey picked it with Illinois’ sec­ 
ond-place team in the opening game of 
the state basketball quarterfinals Friday 
afternoon. 
In a remarkable display of disciplined 
basketball, Hersey proved, without a 
shadow of a doubt, that it can play with 
the best in the state, under intense pres­ 
sure and in front of 14,592 critics in As­ 
sembly Hall. 
Chicago Heights Bloom, which lost to 
state champion Proviso East, 61-56, in 
tile title game, survived with a 56-51 vic­ 
tory over Hersey, but as Trojan head 
coach Wes Mason admitted, “Our kids 
were sweating at halftime. We haven’t 
been behind much this season, so this 
was a shock to them and they really had 
trouble adjusting.” 
For the fourth game in a row, Hersey 
made its opposition look anything like 
the heavy favorite that was tabbed to 
easily extinguish the Cinderella Huskies. 


The state’s previously top-rated Maine 
South Hawks, the Evanston Wildkits and 
the Waukegan Bulldogs were all de­ 
scribed as “putrid to pitiful” against 
Hersey who somehow always managed 
to play “only good enough to win.” 
Nobody gave th e' Huskies credit for 
creating the ruins. Hersey always caught 
their opponents on an “off night.” 
But Muskie head coach Roger Steingra- 
ber straightened everyone out at the 
press conference following the Bloom 
game. “These last two weeks, we’ve 
really been coming on. I told my kids 
that I felt we could beat Maine South and 
people laughed.” 
“I was the same way against Evanston 
and Waukegan. And when we finally 
made it down here and were up against 
Bloom, nobody gave us a chance. 
“But you saw what kind of a job we 
did out there. We got beat and I’ve got 
kids in the lockerroom crying because 
they thought they should have won. And 
before the game, I believed it too . . . 
with all my heart.” 
Hersey responded like the tournament 
favorite during the first half with near­ 
perfection execution, a barbed wire 2-3 
zone defense and enough desire and ag­ 
gressiveness to force Mason to signal for 
three timeouts as frustrated Bloom tried 
tQ reorganize. 


Off the opening tip, Hersey methodical­ 
ly gnawed to a 4-0 lead, controlling both 
boards and completely voiding Bloom’s 
inside game. 
Trojan forward Audie Matthews, billed 
as the best prep cager in the state, didn’t 
campaign for those raves in the first 
half. Forced beyond good percentage 
shot range, the 6-4*2 senior launched 13 
shots, but cashed only three. 


Instead, the mobile leaper crashed the 
boards with teammates Robert McCoy 
and Emir Hardy to provide Bloom with 
an occasional second offensive shot and a 
rare third opportunity. 
By the time Hersey had impressed 
upon the Trojans that favorites do not 
have an automatic bye into the semi­ 
finals, they had upped their margin to 10- 
4 before finally settling for a 14-10 cush­ 
ion after the first period. 


Immediately established was Hersey’s 
poise, patience and hunger. Dave Cor- 
zine, the Huskies’ 6-foot-ll center, and 
forwards Clyde Glass and Rich Madison 
were devastating on the boards, blocking 
out underneath and leaping higher than 
they had all season. 
Junior guard Tim Conard was busy 
holding the hot hand with six first-quar­ 
ter points while Mark Krause handled 
the 
ball 
brilliantly 
against Bloom's 


touted pressure defense and popped in 
four points. 
Bloom waited for Hersey to cool off in 
the second period, but the Huskies con­ 
sidered 
the 
thought 
an 
insult 
and 
promptly rattled off an 11-2 spree that 
increased its advantage to a king-sized 
25-12 difference. 
Corzine, who soared to the top of every 
college recruiter’s most-wanted list, was 
an intimidating vacuum under the defen­ 
sive boards and began clicking from the 
outside at the opposite end. 
He followed a Conard off-balance lay­ 
up with a 20-footer, swished another jum­ 
per from the corner, drove the lane for 
an easy deuce and potted still another 
long-range attempt from deep in the cor­ 
ner. 
Hersey maintained the margin at 27-14 
before Matthews nibbled away for a free 
throw and a 15-footer at the first-half 
buzzer which whittled the Huskies’ lead 
to 20-20. • 
The conversation in the press box dur­ 
ing the 10-minute break centered jointly 
around Bloom’s inability to penetrate 
Hersey’s shifting zone and Corzine’s awe­ 
some performance that netted IO first- 
half points and nine boards. 
Bloom, though, picked up where it left 
off at the intermission when Matthews’

they scared ’em to death here and gave 
the many Huskie fans who helped pack 
the Assembly Hall some glorious mo­ 
ments. That first half was a delight. 
Bloom was in a state of panic. 
As expected, the Huskies’ style of play 
disrupted the swift Trojans, and if Her­ 
sey had survived that opener, they just 
might have gone all the way. Anyway, it 
wrould have been fun to watch them try 
to slow down some of those other run- 
and-shoot clubs, including state cham­ 
pion Proviso East. 
I guess I’m greedy. I can’t settle for 
just getting an area team to Champaign 
for the first time. I try to figure out ways 
they could have won it all. 
It would be best not to bring up my 
state tournament predictions, but at least 
I was consistent. I missed them all. but I 
never claimed to be Jimmy The Greek. 
Anyway, even Jimmy The Greek picked 
Bobby Riggs over Billie Jean King. 
When I examined the state tourney 
field, I honestly felt that the winner of 
that first game Friday would go all the 
way to the title encounter. It was the 
luck of the draw that forced Hersey to 
catch Bloom in the opener. It could have 
been much more enjoyable to catch an 
Oswego (how did Aurora East ever lose 
to that club?) or Breese Mater Dei or 
even Chicago Morgan Park. 
No matter what anyone says, Hersey 
could have played with anyone in the 
state finals. That patience on the attack, 


that defense, and a very talented young 
man named Dave Corzine carried Her­ 
sey to the Assembly Hall and could have 
carried them to the wire with any club. 
This wasn’t a team loaded with great 
basketball skills down the line, but they 
blended so well together and developed a 
positive attitude that is so very impor­ 
tant. 
Those kids felt they could beat anyone, 
and it was coach Hog Steingraber who 
helped instill this attitude in their tourna­ 
ment performances. Rog always had a 
positive approach to any confrontation, 
disregarding the reputation of an oppo­ 
nent with the sincere feeling that his 
team could play with anyone. He was 
right. 
And then there was Dave Corzine. 
He was magnificent. Is there any other 
way to describe it? 
Dave was magnificent all the way 
down the stretch on the pressure-packed 
tournament trail. 


So much was written about his attitude 
that it got to be ridiculous. So much 
more time could have been spent dis­ 
cussing the many skills of this 6-foot-ll 
senior and the obvious pressures he’s ex­ 
perienced since he first entered high 
school. 


When you’re that big. and that good, 
everything you do is put under a micro­ 
scope. People seem to expect spectacu­ 
lar performances every time out. but 


they forget this is still an impressionable 
youngster. They forget he’s just a teen­ 
ager. 
LaGrange coach Ron Nikcevich has 
been around. He’s coached a state cham­ 
pion, many All-Staters, and he’s seen 
many youngsters perform in Illinois high 
school basketball. Here’s the way he 
evaluated Dave Corzine Friday night in 
Champaign: 


“Corzine has million-dollar potential,” 
said Nikcevich. “He has a world of po­ 
tential and tremendous talent. I don’t 
care what’s been said about his attitude. 
I like the kid. If I were a recruiter, I’d 
sleep at his door . . . anything to make 
him aware that he’s my No. I. If I were 
starting a college team, my No. I man 
w’ould be a big power player like Cor­ 
zine.” 
Corzine and his Hersey associates cer­ 
tainly didn’t disgrace themselves in 
Champaign and although the visit was a 
short one, it provided the breakthrough 
this area so desperately needed. 
It was a boost for the Mid-Suburban 
Conference and what better time to send 
a team to Champaign than 1973-74, easily 
the league’s finest year in basketball 
with many solid representatives. I hope 
people stop knocking the Mid-Suburban 
for its basketball entries. This league can 
play with anyone. 


The door now is open to the Illinois 
Assembly Hall. It’s been locked to this 
area for so many years. 
Let’s keep it open, just as we should 
start opening those area gymnasiums in 
the summer so the kids can play basket­ 
ball . . . and also start building better 
grade school programs. 


A season ends, but let’s not forget what 
it was like to experience the electrifying 
excitement of that magnificent Hersey 
march to Champaign and the Elite 
Eight. 
It was a beginning.

last-secaid fadeaway found the cords. 
Hardy, the Trojans’ 6-6 center, went on 
a tear. He clicked on a short jumper in 
the key and was the recipient of a per­ 
fect Matthews pass on a Bkxmi fast 
txreak that trimmed the Hersey margin 
to 33-28 midway through period three. 
Then came what Mason termed as the 
turning point of the game. With 2:55 stiU 
remaini^ in the third quarter, Ctorzine 
was whistled for a technical foul when be 
slammed the ball to the floor. 
Matthews capitalized on the opportuni­ 
ty — cashing the charity toss and coining 
right back with a 15-foot jumper on the 
ensuing inbounds play to bring Bloom 
within 33-31. 
Having watched a 13-point lead dis­ 
sipate, though, Hersey was not about to 
allow Bloom the luxury of a rout. 
The Huskies played the Trojans to a 
37-37 standoff after three bells and 
matched Bloom’s six points during the 
next two minutes to deadlock the contest 
at 43. 
But it was all Bloom for 120 seconds. 
McCoy shook loose for an offensive 
rebound conversion and a 15-foot jump 
shot, Matthews cashed a short banker on 
a fast break and playmaking guard Alvin 
Higgins canned both ends of a one-and- 
one to ignite the Trojans, 5043 with 2:36 
left. 
Hersey hadn’t made the 150-mile trip 
for a quick shower. Madison and Ck)rzine 
both connected on clutch bonus free 
throws to sever Bloom’s lead to 56-47 at 
the 1:11 mark. 
Krause, diving head-long through the 
air, created a loose ball on Bloom’s en­ 
suing trip down the floor and in­ 
stinctively shuffled 
it safely 
under 
Hersey’s defensive basket. 
But the pass caught out-positioned 
McCoy right in the numbers for an un- 
mole^ed Bloom bucket. 
Conard matched it with a crucial bauk 
shot with :32 remaining, but Bloom’s 
pesky Higgins, the fastest man <hj the 
floor, pilfered a pass that would have 
brought the Huskies within one and 
sealed the game with a fastbreak basket. 


With just three seconds left and Krause 
in the process of drilling two free throws 
to fill out the final 56-51 score, Steingra- 
ber captured the attitude Hersey had 
lived by over the last month of the sea­ 
son.

Hersey, in dominating the majority of 
a game against the second-place team in 
the state, lost in the score department 
only. 
Its unprecedented triumphs, battling to 
Champaign in the fu^ place and then 
representing its school and community 
with a truly spectacular peiormance, 
will be what everyone remembers most.

“Dave Corzine is the finest big man in 
the state.” 
The comment by Hersey head coach 
Roger Steingraber about his unanimous 
all-tourney selecti<Mi was not met with 
raised eyebrows, conflicting headshakes 
or doubting smirks. 
None of the more than 30 writers that 
Jammed into the confined press confer­ 
ence room dared to question the sermon 
that Steingraber had preached all sea­ 
son. 
The smoke that billowed from the thick 
cigar in Steingraber’s hand was not a 
screen for his appraisal of Hersey’s 
heartbreaking 56-51 loss to the state’s 
top-ranked but runnerup Bloom Trojans. 
“Daves done a lot of growing up these 
past three weeks,” the coach in the pul­ 
pit continued. “He’s going to make some 
university a basketball power.” 
Ck)rzine had just finished making Her­ 
sey a high school giant. He paced the 
Huskies to a berth among the top eight 
teams in the state with an extraordinary 
performance down the tournament trail. 
His 7-for-14 shooting from the floor, 
perfect 4-for-4 free throw conversion and 
12 rebounds in the quarterfinal battle 
doesn’t include his intimidating posture 
in the pivot, crafty passing ability or 
highly-efficient ball-handling talent. 
Bloom’s head coach Wes Mason imme­ 
diately confirmed the praise when he fol­ 
lowed Steingraber on stage. 
“I felt the best two big men in the 
state were Whitehead (Waukegan’s 6-8 
Jerome) and Corzine. But after watching 
the game Tuesday (Hersey beat Wauke­ 
gan, 39-31 at the Northwestern Super sec­ 
tional), Corzine completely outplayed 
Whitehead. Yes, I’d say the fact that 
Corzine is the best big man in the state 
is an accurate statement. 
“Corzine’s outside shooting almost beat 
us. Our scouting report said we couldn’t 
give him the IO to 12-foot shot, but we 
found out the hard way that he’s just as 
accurate from 20 feet. 


“We didn’t hear anything about his 
passing, either, but he drops them off 
pretty well underneath. We based our 
game plan on keeping him outside and I 
thought we did a decent job, but he hurt 
us anyway.” 
SteingrabCT was rich in his plaudits for 
Bloom. 
“They’re a great team with great ath­ 
letes and a great coach. Audio Matthews 
(the Trojans’ 6-4^^ All-American) showed 
us what he can do. I think he was the one 
who got their adrenalin flowing in the 
second half. 
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“They had second efforts on the boards 
and their quickness . . . although it didn’t 
bother us as much as some people 
thought it might . . . showed when the 
ball hit the floor. The way they spin off 
their screens is just super quick.” 


Although Mason pinpointed the turning 
point of the game at the 2:55 mark of the 
third quarter when Corzine was assessed 
a tecl^cal foul, ^ingraber didn’t buy 
it. 
“No, he didn’t do it to get us fired up,” 
Steingraber reasoned although Bloom 
was in the process of erasing a 13-point 
deficit. 
“It was just a momentary thing. He 
wasn’t mad at the officials. I think the 
turning point was when Bloom got into a 
ooe-and-one (free throw) situation early 
in the second half. 
“They came out playing harder than 
we did. I think that it was just because 
they were quicker. Our kids gave it ev­ 
erything they had and then some. We got 
ruffled a.little bit in the second half, but 
these kids played a dedicated game.” 
Nobody was about to argue with that 
statement, either. 
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Proviso East handles cold-shooting Bloom

CHAMPAIGN — All-Stater Audie Mat­ 
thew’s was sick, one of the tournaments 
best kept secrets, and Wes Mason had a 
bum scouting report so it’s Proviso East, 
not favored Bloom, atop Illinois High 
School Class AA basketball. 
Bloom’s 6-4*£ Matthews, good enough 
that he’s rated a phone call from 
UCLA’s John Wooden, suffered subpar 
six-of-23 field goal shooting here Satur­ 
day night during Proviso East’s 61-56 
championship game victory. 
Speaking to newsmen, 
Mason a c ­ 
ceded, “Audie hasn’t been in good health 
the last four-to-five weeks.” Pressed for 
more facts, he added: 
“The doctor thinks he played right 
through a bout of mononucleosis. His 
play was superb, but the first 20 games 
he was 30-40 per cent better than he 
played down here.” 
Matthews has had an improper blood 
count. 
Proviso East’s championship win fol­ 
lowed Peoria Central’s 80-55 third place 
victory over Breese Mater Dei. Peoria 
worked four players into double scoring 
figures 
including Al Hightower, the 
game’s top pointmaker with 16. 
In the finale, Bloom’s Matthews scored 
19 points to lead the Trojans and ranked 
only behind Proviso East’s Joe Ponsetto, 
who had 20 points, for game scoring hon­ 
ors. But he tallied just one basket and 
two free throws after halftime. 
Matthews had no points during the last 
quarter when Proviso outscored Bloom 
21-13. 
But more important than Matthews’ 
problems was Bloom’s terrible overall 
field goal shooting, 22-74 for 29.7 per 
cent, and Mason’s mistaken idea that the 
Pirates couldn’t score from outside. 
“We didn’t realize they were that 
good,” Mason said after Pirate guards 
Jerry Montgomery (eight-of-12) and Do- 
ron “Buck” Dobbins (four-of-eight) rip­ 
ped his defense with 12-0f-20 shooting. 
“They were taking shots with five and 
seven point leads and sinking them from 
the corners. I didn’t think they would be 
taking them.” 
Montgomery scored eight points (16 to­ 
tal) and Dobbins five Til total) during 
the final eight minutes. Five of their six 
combined baskets were jump shots of 
more than 15 feet. 
The only exception occurred when Dob­ 
bins passed to Montgomery for a fast 
break layup at 1:35 that gave Proviso a 
58-50 lead. 
It was almost a repeat of the first 
quarter when Bloom went to a zone de­ 
fense immediately. Montgomery hit four 
long baskets and Dobbins one as Proviso 
grabbed a 19-16 lead. Bloom missed six 
first quarter layups. 
Mason zoned, with Matthews guarding 
the middle, because his report said that 
Proviso couldn’t shoot. But also, because 
his team was tired and that showed at 
the end. 
“We had an awful, tough, physical 
game this afternoon and they kind of 
coasted,” said Mason. Bloom edged Peo­ 
ria, 
67-66 
before 
Proviso 
smashed 
Breese, 64-42. 
Bloom couldn’t mount a serious threat 
after Montgomery gave Proviso its 58-50 
lead, so the Pirates have their second 
title within five years. Behind Jim Bre­ 
wer, who later played in Minnesota, they 
won in 1969. 
But that was under coach Tom Mini­ 
kin, current Proviso principal, so it was 
a new thrill for Glenn Wittenberg, who 
took over in 1970 and has compiled a 103- 
27 record at the Maywood school. It was 
Proviso’s fourth state tournament and 
Bloom’s sixth. 
The Pirates’ state title season, which 
ended at 29-4, began with only two play­ 
ers — Dobbins and 6-5 senior Ponsetto — 
who’d seen much action for la^ year’s 
22-5 team that was eliminated at Super­ 
sectionals by Elgin. 
Admitting, “I’m not accustomed to los­ 
ing,” Wittenberg had doubts about his 
1973-74 team. They opened with a 48-37 
loss to Willowbrook. Proviso had a two- 
point first quarter and just 15 by half­ 
time. 
Wittenberg wasn’t a confirmed belie­ 
ver until Proviso rallied from 13 points 
back to nip LaGrange in the finale of the 
Hinsdale Sectional. They did it without 
Ponsetto and 6-3 Michael Stockdale, their 
other notable big man, who fouled out 
and missed the last three minutes. 
“I got on the bandwagon that night,” 
Wittenberg said. 
The Pirates avenged last year’s loss 
and this year’s regular season defeat to 
Elgin in the Supers, then were fortunate 
to slide into a much less difficult lower 
bracket at state finals. 
On Friday, Proviso had an easy time 
of Morgan Park of the Chicago Public 
League, winning 75-55. Breese Mater Dei 
was no competition in Saturday after­ 
noon’s second game as Proviso won by 
22. 
Bloom, meanwhile, tangled long and 
hard with Hersey before bailing out a 56- 
51 win in the tournament opener. And the 
Trojans nearly lost before stopping Peo­ 
ria Central by one point in Saturday’s 
semifinals. 
It was a tired Bloom team that met 
Proviso East in the evening finale before 
a nearly full house in University of Illi­ 
nois Assembly Hall. And the Trojans 
played tired. 
“We did something I’ve never seen us 
do before,” Mason said. “Somewhere be­ 
tween 10-to-15 shots . . . almost lavups . . 
. were missed in the first half. I can’t 
believe how many shots didn’t fall for us. 
My assistant coach told me 15. One of 
the writers here said IO. That’s 20 
points.” 
Bloom missed its heaviest concentra­ 
tion of easy shots during the first quar­ 


ter. Trojan sophomore Robert McCoy 
failed on three layups, center Emir 
Hardy two and Matthews one. “That was 
the whole difference in the ballgame,” 
Mason said. 
McCoy, usually effective around the 
hoop, never was against Proviso, and 
started taking medium range jumpers 
which didn’t drop either. He was five-of- 
23 from the field and Hardy only 
five-of-13. Each scored 12 points. 
Bloom needed a late surge to grab a 
33-30 halftime lead. Proviso held a 30-25 
cushion before the Trojans scored eight 
straight points. Reserve forward Larry 
Thomas got one basket. Matthews had 
two field goals and two free throws to 
close the half. 
‘‘I thought we’d blown it in the last 
second of the first half,” Whittenberg 
said. “I thought the game was over.” 
Matthews had IS points, but it was Al 
Higgins, the 5-9 senior guard, whose only 
experience had been freshman “B” ball, 
who kept Bloom alive before halftime. 
His quickness caused the Pirates four 
charging fouls which turns over the ball, 
plus one technical and much frustration. 
Higgins had both assists and one steal 
to engineer Matthews’ two field goals 
that ended the second quarter. Each club 
had a IO point third period, so Bloom led 
43-40 with eight minutes to play. 
Proviso grabbed a 44-43 lead on back- 
to-back long jumpers by Dobbins and 
Montgomery. 
Bloom’s Derrick Smith 
scored a tip-in for the Trojans’ last lead, 
45-44. 
Two Montgomery field goals, a three- 
point play by Ponsetto and a Stockdale 
layup off a Ponsetto pass gave Proviso a 
52-45 lead. 
Whittenberg said the decisive basket 
was Ponsetto’s breakaway lay-up at 3:12 
that allowed the Pirates a 56-47 margin. 
It came off an inbounds play, Dobbins 
passing over Bloom center Hardy, and 
caught the Trojans completely off guard. 
Ponsetto’s 20 points included 14 during 
the second half. He had seven rebounds 
each half. Roderick Floyd had ten boards 
and Proviso owned a 47-46 rebounding 
a d v a n t a g e . Hardy gave Bloom 15 
rebounds and Matthews ll. 
Bloom’s season ended at 29 wins and 
three losses. Hie Trojans were also beat­ 
en by Moline and Thomridge. Proviso’s 
four defeats were against Willowbrook, 
New Trier East, Elgin and sister school 
Proviso West.

Tax hikes? 


’N adonai organization seeks to protect rights of cyclists 


Northwest suburban officials have 
warned of tax increases if a new fed­ 
eral minimum-wage bill passes with 
a provision requiring overtime pay 
for firemen who work more than 40 
hours a week. 


The bill was stalled last week in a 
Senate-House conference committee 
with only the controversial overtime 
provision for public safety employes 
still to be resolved. 
The debate pits municipal officials 
from throughout the nation against 
organized labor, which has pushed 
the Senate version of the bill in­ 
cluding the time-and-a-half provision 
for police and firemen who work 
overtime. 


ESTIM ATES OF the cost to local 
municinalities range from “ consid­ 
erable” to “ astronomical” to “ dis­ 
astrous.” The overtime requirement 
“ would strain the budgets of all mu­ 
nicipalities.” said Mount Prospect 
Mayor Robert Teichert. 


Most local firemen work about a 56- 
hour week — on duty for 24 hours 
and off for 48. Under that system, 
the provision would require 16 hours 
of weekly overtime per man, al­ 
though firemen usually sleep for 
eight of their 24 duty hours. 


But if the Senate version is passed, 
many local officials predict, fire de­ 
partments will be forced to abandon 
the 24-48 system and set up regular 
40-hour-a-week shifts. This would re­ 
quire hiring at least one-third more 
firemen, some officials estimated. 


Gregory Ford, personnel director 
for Arlington Heights, said the provi­ 
sion would cost the village $2.3 mil­ 
lion in the first five years. His esti­ 
mate is $179,000 for the first year and 
up to $853,000 for the fifth year. 
The extra money could come from 
federal revenue sharing or increased 
taxes, depending on the decision of 
the village board. Ford said. “ Ob­ 
viously, if the Senate bill becomes 


law, the money has to come from 
somewhere. But who knows where?,” 
he said. 
MAYOR H ERBERT Behrel of Des 
Plaines predicted sharply higher lo­ 
cal taxes if the provision passes, al­ 
though one estimate put the extra 
cost to the city at only about $100,000 
over the next five years. 
James Watson, city manager of 
Rolling Meadows, said the measure 
“ could be disastrous.” He said the 
added cost would be “ very bad” and 
predicted a need to hire a substantial 
number of new firemen to reduce the 
work week to 40 hours. 
Nanci Vanderweel, trustee who 
heads the Elk Grove Village Board’s 
personnel 
committee, 
called 
the 
overtime provision “ horrendous” and 
said it would cripple the village fi­ 
nancially. She estimated Elk Grove 
Village would have to hire 24 more 
firemen to put a 40-hour week into 
effect. 
Since most police departments al­ 


ready pay overtime for more than 40 
hours of work, the provision would 
not affect them. In some cases, po­ 
lice departments would be required 
to pay overtime rather than straight 
time to officers who spend extra 
hours each week to testify in court. 
SUPPORTERS OF the bill say mu­ 
nicipal officials have exaggerated the 
costs. 
“ They are already paying the men 
straight time for the whole 56 hours 
and if the overtime provision is 
passed it would only mean an addi­ 
tional 50 per cent for the time they 
work over 40 hours a week,” said Mi­ 
chael Lass, field. representative for 
the 
International 
Assn. 
of 
Fire­ 
fighters AFL-CIO. 
Lass 
said 
municipal 
employes 
should be given the same protection 
as workers in the private sector of 
the economy. “ They want to have the 
fire protection but they do not want 
to pay for it and it is time for that to 
change,” said Lass.

Area homeowner may fight 
new tax assessment system

Northwest 
suburban 
homeowner 
may file a court challenge to Cook Coun­ 
ty’s new property tax assessment sys­ 
tem. 
Conrad B. Hill, 127 Aberdeen, Hoffman 
Estates, faces a possible 30 per cent tax 
increase because his house was entirely 
reassessed under new guidelines after he 
added a bedroom and garage in 1972. 
Thousands of homeowners face similar 
assessment increases ranging from 20 to 
40 per cent, according to Cook County 
Assessor P. J. Cullerton's office. 
The reason is a new assessment man­ 
ual used by Cullerton’s field men. The 
manual results in higher valuations, part 
of an effort to change to a “ fair market 
value” system of assessing. 
Alerted by the building permits re­ 
quired for major home improvements, 
field men visit homes such as H ill’s. 
While adding the improvements to the 
tax rolls, they also entirely revaluate the 
house under the higher “ fair market” 
guidelines. 
HOMES WITHOUT improvements es­ 


cape revaluation and remain on the rolls 
under the cid. lower guidelines. 
“ I can't understand how this can be 
legal. They’re using one system for my 
house and another system for my neigh­ 
bors,” Hill said. 
“ I'm hoping I can enlist the aid of a 
lawyer. Maybe I can find 20 to 30 people 
who would split the cost of filing a suit,” 
he said. 
In a letter to The Herald, Hill said that 
“ If this system is allowed to continue, it 
will cause remodeling of existing homes 
to cease. My neighbors are already can­ 
celling plans for additional construc­ 
tion.” 
H ill’s house, at Audubon and Aberdeen 
in Hoffman Estates, is an identical mod­ 
el to three neighboring corner homes, he 
said. The four houses were assessed at 
the same figure in 19?2 and paid $915 in 
real estate taxes. 
WHEN H ILL completed a $4,500 con­ 
version of a garage into a bedroom and 
added a new two-car garage, his as­ 
sessed valuation increased from $4,364 to

$6,418. The neighboring homes remained 
the same. 
“ I don’t think I can sell my house, 
even if I wanted to. Would you pay $400 
more in tax for a garage and bedroom?” 
Hill said. 
“ I am now at market value,” Hill said. 
“ But I’m paying an unfair tax share.” 
Several Northwest suburban 
home­ 
owners, who face similar assessment in­ 
creases, lost first-round appeals to the 
assessor's office this month. Assessment 
petitions are returned and “ denied” be­ 
cause homeowners cannot disprove esti­ 
mate of home value. 


O FFICIALS FROM the assessor's of­ 
fice have said that complete switchover 
to the new system in one year is impos­ 
sible because the county has millions of 
buildings. The officials have not esti­ 
mated when all properties will be as­ 
sessed under the new system. 
When Hill questioned officials at the 
assessor’s office he “ was told that I can 
file for a hearing. I must obtain an inde­ 
pendent appraisal. I will lose because it 
is not overstated by market value. I can­ 
not use my neighbor’s value as a case.” 
Hill said that his neighbors are not 
“ upset” by the planned protest. “ They 
understand that if this system was -used 
at one time on all houses, assessments 
would 
increase 
but 
taxes 
probably 
wouldn’t.” 
A similar tax switch was “ put in at one 
time” in Wisconsin, Hill said. “ That's 
what they need to do here.” 
Hill said he has requested aid from the 
American Civil Liberties Union.

Al Wendt shines at the sewing machine

Al Wendt is a bricklayer. He built the 
Arlington Heights home in which he and 
his family reside, including fireplaces on 
two levels. 


But in his spare time, when work is 
slow because of bad weather or the eve­ 
ning’s TV listings have nothing of inters! 
to offer, Al goes down to the basement, 
picks up his shears and material, threads 
the needle on his machine and sews. 


"I can tell him Thursday I’d like a new 
outfit for Sunday and he’ll have it 
ready," Carole praises her spouse. 


Why not? There 'are no hard feelings. 
She’s never had to do a stitch of mend­ 
ing in her entire married life. Al does it 
all. 


THE COMBINATION bricklayer4ailor 
puts new linings in coats, attaches cuffs 
to frayed sleeves, French-seams shirts 
and once made three caftans, one each 
for his wife, mother and daughter-in-law 
by fitting individual measurements to 
one basic design. 


‘‘What other people throw away, Al 
takes and repairs," said Carole. 


"If it looks impossible, I’ll tackle it," 
added her husband, who grimaces at the 
quality of ready-to wear. Almost every­ 
thing purchased today has to be made 
over or reinforced he maintains. 


Wendt also made the canopy for his 
camper truck and fashioned his own tool 
bag. 
“They wanted $16 for it in the store," 
he declared. 
While new acquaintances are at first 
surprised by Al’s great sewing interest 
and ability, neighbors just take it for 
granted. Carole’s friends often drop by to 
have Al correct their own seamstress 
snarls and some have even pleaded with 
him to sew for them. At this he draws 
the line. 


BRICKLAYING and sewing are com­ 
patible even though one is usually rated 
as a "he man" profession and the other 
popularly falls under “homemaking." 
Both require steady, skilled hands. 


Al likes to blame the stars. "I’m a 
Libra," he laughs. "I guess we’re noted 
for being artistic and creative." 


Never having had a sewing lesson in 
his life, Al feels anyone can teach him­ 
self or herself to sew. 


"Patience is what you need to do any­ 
thing. Stick with it, make it work and 
never give up," he affirms. 


He scoffs at his own talent. "I just en­ 
joy messing around. I’ve been doing it 
all my life." 


AL’S BASEMENT is a virtual hobby 
center. Along one side are over a dozen 
fish tanks which he carefully tends, 
hatching and cross-breeding tropical fish 
for pet stores. Some newly hatched speci­ 
mens require a magnifying glass to see. 


Aging at the foot of the stairs are five 
gallon bottles of homemade wine, both 
wild plum and elderberry. The ping pong 
table in the middle of the room is never 
used. Ifs filled with all his current sew­ 
ing projects. 


Al used to watch his mother sew and 
even learned to embroider and crochet 
as a kid. 


He buys a basic pattern and makes his 
own adjustments and what he feels are 
improvements. 


If a pattern calls for one yard of mate­ 
rial, Al can usually squeeze by with just 
a half by instituting a different folding 
scheme. 


"When I throw scraps into the waste 
basket there is nothing left," he laughed. 


He lays out a store pattern on heavy 
brown paper and cuts both together. The 
latter he saves to reuse in the future. 


Although Al used to sew patches on 
uniforms for his buddies while in service, 
he didn’t become an active "seamster" 
until he and his wife became interested 
in square dancing. 


The wide-gored fancy skirts and tailor­ 
ed shirts tempted the Wendts, but they 
weren’t about to pay the retail asking 
prices. 


AL WOULD BUY material, usually on 
sale, and make them himself. He deco­ 
rated his wife’s colorful skirts with lace 
inserts and plenty of rickrack. For each 
new outfit he made for Carole, he 
whipped up a matching western style 
shirt for himself. 


Even after the Wendts quit dancing, Al 
continued to sew for his wife. Now, his 
two grandchildren are added incentive. 


People who saw the first “Snoopy" 
stuffed animal he made for one of his 
granddaughters, convinced him to do 
more. He has completed over a dozen 
altogether using old buttons for eyes and 
other scraps for tails and ears . He 
recently completed his masterpiece, a 
patchwork "Snoopy" fashioned entirely 
of leftover scraps from previous sewing 
projects.

Several stores have offered to stock his 
dogs, and right now Wendt is working on 
a cat pattern to match. 


"IT’S A CHALLENGE, fun to see 
something like that develop as you begin 
sewing it up," he said. 


The basic pattern calls for a yard and 
a half though Al says he cheats. He folds 
the material his own way and makes 
each one from only three-quarters of a 
yard. 


Upstairs by his easy chair sits another 
project, a hooked rug, and he is also in 
the process of upholstering a couch. 


"But I never learned to tat or knit,’ 
said.

His hairdresser will know 
AL WENDT SEWS TO relax and he's not alone in the 


male world. Occasionally he runs into another man look­ 


ing for a good buy at a fabric shop. "Some airline pilots 


find sewing relaxing after flying," he said. Al's most 


cherished possession is an antique brass dressmaking 


drafting set found at a local auction. 


Once upon a time, in fact until 
most recently, a man who asked a 
beautician to cut his hair was 
breaking the law.

Smokers step to the rear 


As a result of a recent ruling by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, inter­ 
state bus riders who smoke now have to 
sit in the back of the bus. A rule went 
into effect March 22 limiting smoking to 
the rear 20 per cent of buses. 


I thought this new policy particularly 
symbolic because it reinforces my belief 
that smokers have become the newest 
discriminated-against minority in the na­ 
tion. 
Before I permanently alienate non­ 
smokers, let me point out that I do not 
smoke. I never managed to acquire the 
habit, though I tried in the days when it 
was considered a harmless but effective 
substitute for sophistication. I would also 
like to point out that I was delighted 
when my husband stopped smoking. 
There is no doubt in my mind that smok­ 
ing is a health hazard — a conclusion 
reached by my observation of friends 
who have quit. 
HOWEVER, I think the pressure put 


on smokers by non-smokers has clearly 
gotten out of hand. It used to be moti­ 
vated by a concern for the health of a 
friend or relative. Now it seems to be 
motivated by a concern to be socially su­ 
perior to the smoker. 
I began to be aware of this at a Christ­ 
mastime cocktail party when I dis­ 
covered most of the people I knew were 
huddled out on the patio in 20-degree 
weather — smoking. I then learned that 
the hostess wouldn’t permit smoking in 
her house. I was appalled.. 
The next time I encountered the same 
phenomenon, I wondered if there were a 
separate room for nail biters and another 
reserved for those with the annoying 
habit of saying “you know" at every 
comma. Maybe these people don’t drop 
ashes or knock cigarettes off ash trays, 
but non-smokers have been known to 
spill a drink or break a dish on occasion. 
I CAN’T OBJECT to the new ICC rul­ 
ing or to the growing trend to restrict 
smoking in doctors’ office waiting rooms, 


on planes and in other enclosed public 
places. But I think the new snobism is 
unfair to those who picked up the smok­ 
ing habit because they were convinced 
by someone else that it was a smart and 
harmless thing to do. I feel it is an insult 
to friends to set a limit on the kind and 
number of qualities one will tolerate 
from them. If a person’s smoking an­ 
noyed me so much that I would insist he 
indulge in it outside, I can’t imagine my 
inviting him to my home in the first 
place. 
In the short range of this new anti-so­ 
cial attitude toward smokers, there may 
be homes with cleaner windows, brighter 
sheers and unmarred table tops. But it is 
possible that we may be recreating the 
climate of earlier days when smokers 
were challenged to outwit non-smokers 
— when there was the glamor of the for­ 
bidden to sneak one in the basement, the 
greenhouse or the gazebo. 
If this happens, we will know we’ve 
come a long way.

Weddings materialistic ritual 
Movie 
roundup 


by DUSTON HARVEY 


Weddings in this country have “more 
to do with materialism, romanticism and 
ritual in American life than with mar­ 
riage.” 
They produce ssenes of outlandish vul­ 
garity, conspicuous consumption and de­ 
humanizing greed, fuel a $7 billion a 
year industry replete with kickbacks, 
and show a stubborn resistance to the 
swirls of social change, says the author 
of a'new book on the subject. 
For instance: 
A Beverly Hills tobacco czar spent 
$150,000 on flowers to convert his estate 
into a southern planation for his daugh­ 
ter’s wedding by gluing millions of mag­ 
nolia blossoms to elm trees. 
—Mashed potatoes at a Los Angeles 
wedding dinner and the family poodle 
were both dyed pink to match the brides­ 
maids’ dresses. 
—A Pasadena bride’s mother had a 
church painted yellow to match the color 
scheme for the ceremony, then repainted 
green the next day. 
—A Houston bride attended 30 pre­ 
nuptial parties, received $30,000 in gifts 
from 750 invited guests, her mother or­ 
ganized a card catalog system to keep 
track of the offerings, hired police to 
guard them and conducted tours for the 
neighbors. 
-CATERESS, BAND leaders, clo­ 
thiers. florists and photographers in the 
wedding business agreed costs could be 
reduced 20 per cent if kickbacks were 
eliminaged. 
—Despite the media’s attention to the 
so-called “New Wedding,” 80 per cent of 
first marriages are formal, seven of 
eight take place in church or synagogue, 
96 per cent have a reception, and 84.5 per 
cent of brides wear formal gowns, most 
chosen to make her look “like a fairy 
princess.” 
The views on American weddings 
came from Marcia Seligson, an unmar­ 
ried “rabid feminist” from Los Angeles 
whose peek behind the bridal veil was 
published as “the Eternal Bliss Machine: 
America’s Way of Wedding.” 
“I think vulgarity is funny, not impor­ 
tant,” she said in a recent interview. 
“Pink poddies and potatoes and dancing 
horses and chopped liver shaped into 
cruise ships are funny. 
“But what does offend me is dehuma­ 
nization — when it becomes really clear 
that the wedding has nothing to do with 
the relationship between two people, but 


has to do with things . . . with the worst 
excesses of the American dream come 
true, That really frightens me.” 
THE MOST surprising thing — “only 
to people on the coasts; no one in Middle 
America is surpirsed” — was that wed­ 
dings haven’t changed at all in the past 
century despite well-published nupitals in 
bizarre places, with self-written vows 
and untraditional garb. 
“The fact is that we Americans are 
getting married almost precisely as we 
did a hundred years ago” — the same 
lortg, white gowns, the same vows, cham­ 
pagne and cake, rice and honeymoons. 
“One of the things I learned about was 
ritual in our lives — the importance of 
repeated observances as one of the for­ 
tresses against internal rumblings in 
society,” she said. 
She also found most Americans spend 
too much on weddings because they 
“want to do it right” and are so insecure 
they let caterers, banquet managers and 
wedding consultants take over and run 
up the bills. Both the working and middle 
classes spend more on average of their

daughters’ nuptials than the “upper 
crust,” Miss Seligson contended. 
SHE DIDN’T want to prophesy, but 
predicted women’s lib would have long­ 
term effects on both weddings and mar­ 
riage. 
“Traditional monogamous marriage is 
not here to say,” she suggested. 
“I certainly would not like to see wed­ 
dings done away with, but they should be 
more about the people involved, about 
real values, and not an excuse for out­ 
landish proofs of status and displays of 
vulgarity,” she said, admitting that some 
of the ceremonies she attended brought 
tears to her eyes. 
But Miss Seligson, a reporter and for­ 
mer book publicist, didn’t think her de­ 
scriptions of wedding foibles would have 
the desired effect. 
“What I really think it will do is push 
people to even greater heights of vulgar­ 
ity,” she predicted. “They’ll use it as a 
guidebook — and every poodle in the 
United States will be dyed pink and 
purple.”
